Purloined Leary Tapes Vanish Again

The strange case of Dr. Timo­ 
thy L eary’s companion and a 
suitcase full of items stolen 
from her Marin home has taken 
another peculiar turn.

attem pt seem to have vanished, 


Marin investigators said today. 
The tapes, part of a larger 
haul taken from the house, 
were subpoenaed by George 
Chula, an Orange County law­ 
yer who has been indicted on 
charges of furnishing drugs to 
Miss Harcourt-Smith. 
The disappearance of the 
tapes, considered vital to Chu­ 
la 's 
defense 
is 
one 
m ore 
strange occurence in a cast that 
already has more twists than a 
dim estore novel. 
The chain of events began in 
June, when Miss H arcourt- 
Smith, who calls herself Joanna 
Leary, though she never m ar­ 
ried the imprisoned LSD guru, 
and Dennis Martino returned to 
the Homestead Valley home 
they shared and found it had 
been burglarized during their 
outing. 
Shortly afterward, according 
to court records, they got a 


telephone call from Charles De­ 
wald, 36, saying he and Robin 
Denise Viertel, 21, a former 
housekeeper for Miss Harcourt- 
Smith, had a suitcase of tapes 
and documents which they were 
willing to return for $20,000 in 
extortion money. 
Arrangements were made to 
return the stolen goods at a San 
Francisco hotel. Miss Viertel 
and Dewald w ere a rreste d 
there and the suitcase recov­ 
ered, apparently lacking about 
10 vital tape recordings. 
Subsequently, Miss Harcourt- 
Smith told an Orange County 
grand jury that it was attorney 
Chula that furnished drugs to 
her. On the strength of her 
testimony, Chula was indicted. 
When an investigator hired 
by Chula went to the Marin 
Hall of Justice on Friday with a 
subpoena for tapes thought to 
have been recovered at the

“ We should abolish the High­ 
way Trust Fund, so that federal 
money for highway construc­ 
tion would go through the nor­ 
mal appropriations scrutiny.” 
Quarles made the comments 
in a speech prepared for deliv­ 
ery in Louisville, but released 
in advance in Washington. 
Quarles said the automobile 
is not the only energy problem 
but it is “a big part of the 
problem in and of itself. And it 
is a symbol for all the rest. 
“ If we are unwilling to face 
up to the problem of the auto­ 
mobile and do something about 
it, we might as well forget 
about the goal of energy conser­ 
vation. We are kidding our­ 
selves if we think the job can be 
done without attacking the 
problem at its core,” he said.

PORTLAND, Ore. (UPI) — Oregon state police 
officers began riding shotgun today with federal 
power inspection crews in helicopter patrols of 
high voltage power lines threatened in a $1 million 
bombing extortion plot.

Dean said he received a tele­ 
phone call March 23 from Nix­ 
on, who said, “ Well, John, you 
are right in your prediction that 
someone was going to break 
rank” — meaning that someone 
was going to destroy the cover- 
up. 
He said Nixon was referring 
to a letter that Sirica had just 
received from one of the origi­ 
nal 
W atergate 
defendants, 
Jam es W. McCord Jr., saying 
that others were involved in 
Watergate. 
There are growing indications 
that Nixon himself will be a 
witness. His lawyer, Herbert J. 
Miller, argued before another 
U.S. District Court judge yes­ 
terday that Nixon needed White 
House tapes to prepare his tes­ 
timony. 


Bomb Explodes 
In Man's Hands 
In North Ireland 


BELFAST, Northern Ireland 
(UPI) — A bomb exploded in 
the hands of a man rushing it 
from a Belfast betting shop 
where it was planted today, 
police said. The blast blew him 
to pieces and tore an arm off an 
18-year-old youth passing by. 
The man, identified as Domi­ 
nic Donnelly, a Catholic in his 
mid-40s, had spotted a bomb 
concealed in a transistor radio 
left in the shop in Belfast’s 
Catholic Falls Road area, po­ 
lice said. 
E a rlier, 
m asked 
gunm en 
burst into Belfast’s Catholic St. 
Peter’s secondary school and 
kidnaped 28-year-old teac h e r 
Daniel 
Burke 
from 
a 
staff 
room. But he was released un­ 
harm ed a few hours later. 
Burke said he was blindfolded 
and questioned. He refused to 
say what he was questioned 
about. 


An extortionist who signed his 
name J. Hawker has claimed 
responsibility for damaging or 
toppling 11 towers which sup­ 
port the power lines feeding 
this second largest city in the 
Northwest. He threatened to 
knock out the rem aining lines, 
blacking out the city, unless 
Bonneville Power Administra­ 
tion pays him $1 million. 
BPA said today all but one of 
the lines put out of service by 
the blasts, which occurred be­

Because of alternate 
routes available on the power 
system there have been no pow­ 
er outages associated with the 
blasts. Repairs to lines restored 
capability of the system to 
serve the city from more than 
one direction, a BPA spokes­ 
man said. 
Dan Schausten, assistant to 
the adm inistrator of the BPA, 
said 
three 
helicopters 
along 
with fixed wing aircraft were 
being used to patrol transm is­ 
sion lines in a 40-mile radius of 
•Portland. Ground crews were 
doubled from three to six. 
He said arm ed troopers were 
needed aboard the sky craft 
because “there is nothing our 
pilots can do if they see a 
person planting a charge on a 
tow er.” 
The BPA is the federal m ar­ 
keting agent for electrical pow­ 
er in the Pacific Northwest. It 
owns some 12,000 miles of high 
voltage lines strung throughout 
the hills and mountains, with 
each mile of power line having 
about five of the tall, steel 


towers. 
The BPA refused to pay the 
extortion money, and countered 
it with a huge $100,000 reward 
for information leading to the 
arrest and prosecution of the 
extortionist. 
BPA Administrator Don Hod- 
el told a news conference in 
Seattle, Wash., yesterday: “ If 
we ever pay even one penny of 
blackmail, there isn’t one pow­ 
er system in the United States 
th at’s safe.” He said security 
throughout the agency’s system 


was increased, but believes the 
current threat applies only to 
the Portland area. 
“ As far as I know this is the 
first incident where an extor­ 
tion demand has been connect­ 
ed to bombing power system s,” 
Hodel said. “ I think it indicates 
someone decided to go into 
business for himself and fig­ 
ured this was a quick way to 
make some money.” 
He said by holding fast and 
paying nothing, the extortionist 
should realize his effort is fu­ 
tile. 
Emergency services, police 
and fire departm ents in Port­ 
land and surrounding communi­ 
ties have been put on alert in 
the event of a power blackout. 
Hospitals and other institutions 
have 
been 
warned 
to have 
emergency generators in good 
working order, even though a 
power outage might last only a 
few hours.

C ouncilm en said atto rn ey s 
seeking election to the post — 
which is expected to carry a 
salary of about $26,000 annually 
— may not retain a private 
practice. 
Robbins, elected to the attor­ 
ney post in 1971 when he ran 
unopposed, has private clients 


while working about 60 hours 
monthly on city business. His 
current pay is $1,225 monthly. 
Robbins has said privately 
that he would not seek reelec­ 
tion as city attorney if the 
council made the position full­ 
time. However, he made no 
public comment on his plans 
last night. 
The council acted after re­ 
jecting two other proposals for 
ways 
to improve city legal 
sendees. The adm inistrate had 
suggested 
hiring a 
full-time 
deputy city attorney or buying 
additional legal time from Rob­ 
bins or another lawyer on an 
hourly basis.

Mozambique Race Rioting 
Quashed After 48 Killed

troops arrested dissident Portu­ 
guese Commandos today and 
restored order after at least 48 
persons w ere killed in the 
bloodiest racial clashes since a

Hospital authorities said 33 
whites were among those who 
died in last night’s street bat­ 
tles between black and white 
troops which set off mob vio­ 
lence in the capital’s African 
shantytowns. An estim ated 160 
persons were injured.

Transatlantic 
Fares May Rise 


WASHINGTON (V P D - The 
Civil Aeronautics Board has set 
up guidelines that could force 
charter airlines to raise trans­ 
atlantic airfares by 35 per cent. 
Fares for charter flights have 
always been competitive, but 
the suggested guidelines ap­ 
proved yesterday would raise 
seats on transatlantic flights to 
a minimum rate —about 35 per 
cent higher than charter seats 
last year.

WASHINGTON (UPD - Com­ 
mon Cause reported yesterday 
that overall campaign giving is 
suffering a post-Watergate re­ 
cession, but special interest 
groups are still contributing 
heavily and incumbent mem­ 
bers of Congress are getting 
most of the benefits. 
“It would appear at this stage 
that contributions to 1974 con­ 
gressional candidates are sub­ 
stantially lower than they were 
in 1972,” Fred Wertheimer, leg­ 
islative director of the citizens 
action group told a news confer­ 
ence. 
The organization, which ex­ 
tensively monitors federal and 


Democratic opponents did far 
better raising funds than chal­ 
lengers of either party. 
In the Senate, 15 Democratic 
incumbents raised $6 million 
compared to $1.2 million raised 
by 10 challengers in the same 
races. Ten Republican incum­ 
bents raised $3.5 million com­ 
pared to $1.3 million raised by 
12 challengers. In the House, 
220 Democratic incumbents 
raised $6.7 million compared to 
$3.9 million by 162 challengers; 
163 Republican incumbents 
raised $7.7 million compared to 
$1.3 million by 163 challengers. 
The Common Cause break­ 
down of business, professional, 
labor and “ideological” special 
interest group campaign contri­ 


butions showed a total of $5.5 
million in contributions by Sept. 
1 and $14 million on hand for 
campaign giving in the final 
two months. 
Of the money actually donat­ 
ed, business groups had given 
$1 million, agriculture groups 
$129,000 and health groups 
$963,000. Labor groups had con­ 
tributed $2.8 million, the ideol­ 
ogical share was $276,000 and a 
miscellaneous category had do­ 
nated $281,000. 
Wertheimer said he expected 
special interest organizations to 
take a much larger role in 
congressional campaign financ­ 
ing in 1976, when a new system 
of public and private financing 
for presidential campaigns will 
start. 


state campaign finance reports, 
said $40 million had been raised 
by all congressional candidates 
through Sept. 1 this year. When 
compared to $70 million for the 
period April 7-Dec. 31, 1972, it 
appeared congressional cam­ 
paign spending this year was 
going to be a good deal lower, 
Wertheimer said. 
“The major exceptions to this 
are the special interest groups 
which apparently will play a 
much larger financial role in 
1974 than they did in 1972.”

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San Rafael Teachers Granted 
Six-Month, 1 Per Cent Raise 
The San Rafael Board of Edu­ 
cation last night extended dis­ 
trict teachers a carrot — in the 
form of an additional 1 per cent 
six-month salary increase — in 
hopes of settling a long wage 
dispute. 
The 1 per cent across-the- 
board raise for teachers in both 
the elementary and high school 
districts would be effective Jan. 
1, 1975, and would be in addition 
to the 6 per increase already 
offered by the board. The 6 per 
cent would be retroactive to 
last July 1. (Teachers also re­ 
ceived 2 per cent raises last 
January.) 
Teachers, who have threat­ 
ened to strike, had asked 14 per 
cent pay hikes. 
The whole matter was turned 
over to a three-member fact­ 
finding committee, whose re­ 
port was accepted last night by 
the board of trustees. The re­ 
port reflected the opinions of 
two of the members, with the 
teacher representative Han-il 
Lee dissenting. Lee held out for 
an 8.2 per cent wage hike. 
The majority of the panel, 
attorney Arthur B. Jacobs, of 
San Francisco, the arbitrator, 
and John Liebert of Palos 
Verdes Estates, the board’s 
representative, concurred on 
the 6 per cent retroactive raise 
with the additional 1 per cent 
hike next January. 
. The proffered pay raises and 
other protions of a package 
accepted by the board now 
must be ratified by the teach­ 
ers, who will meet Thursday. 
There was no talk last night 
of a strike threatened earlier by 
teachers nor of the large num­ 
ber of volunteers which the 
district has enlisted to fill in for 
teachers should a strike occur. 
In a sometimes heated meet­ 
ing attended by some 225 per­ 
sons (most of them teachers), 
the board agreed to accept the 
majority recommendations of 
the committee despite some 
reservations. 


“I’m not totally satisfied 
about everything in this report 
— I don’t think any board 
member is,” trustee Francis X. 
Kelly told the Independent- 
Journal. “But the main thing I 
want is to get the schools mov­ 
ing again." 
While teachers at the meet­ 
ing, which ran almost three 
hours in the San Rafael High 
School auditorium, expressed 
dissatisfaction with the salary 
proposal, board members said 
they were not sold on other 
segments of the fact-finding 
group’s recommendations. 
The proposal to give elemen­ 
tary teachers free time to pre­ 
pare for classes and the details 
of a grievance procedure to be 
used in disputes over unfavora­ 
ble evaluations of teachers 
came under fire by trustees. 
The fact-finding committee 
recommended that elementary 
school teachers have one unas­ 
signed period per week for 
class preparation, if this can be 
achieved at no cost to the dis­ 
trict. 
The report also recommended 
a four-step grievance procedure 
for teachers, including outside 
advisory arbitration as a last 
resort. 
The committee also suggest­ 
ed adopting a goal of having no 
more than 25 students per 
teacher for junior and senior 
high schools and 27 pupils to 
each instructor in the elementa-i 
ry schools. (Supt. Donald E. 
Leisey said the overall ratios in 
the district are now slightly 
lower than these figures.) 
Teachers, however, repre­ 
sented on the fact-finding panel 
by Lee, a negotiations specialist 
for the California Teachers As­ 
sociation, called for fixed máxi­ 
mums of class size which could 
not be exceeded. 
Approved without dissent by 
the board were a myraid of 
other proposals by the commit­ 


tee, including health, dental 
and insurance coverage, duty­ 
free lunch periods, selection of 
department chairmen, summer 
school contract procedures, dis­ 
ability leave, travel reimburse­ 
ment and others. 
Debate on the main issues in 
contention, through, drew an­ 
gry responses from teachers. 
Board President Herman L. 
Childress drew boos, hisses and 
a few muttered obscenities 
when he said, “When we grant­ 
ed a 2 per cent raise in January 
it was with the clear under­ 
standing that it was to applied 
against this year’s salary 
agreement.” 
But Barry A. Hoglund drew 
thunderous applause when he 
said, “You increase the super­ 
intendent’s salary 14.8 per cent;

materials budget 61 per cent;

and then you turn around and 
say, ‘Sorry teachers, there’s no 
more money left.’ ” 
Board members told Hog­ 
lund, a representative of the 
Certificated Employees Council 
and others in the audience, 
money for larger raises just 
isn’t available because of state 
limits on school spending per 
pupil.

The bureau estimated that 
out of a 2.9 billion barrels of 
production in the Gulf of Mexi­ 
co the spillage rate was .0017 
per cent. 
Projected on the 10 million 
acre leasing plans for the At­ 
lantic and Pacific, an estimated 
8,500 barrels per year would be 
spilled, the report added. 
The statement said “the most 
severe impacts that can affect 
organisms in communities of 
marine and coastal eco systems 
are those that result from 
spilled oil.”

At Mercer County (N.J.) Com­ 
munity College, computer tech­ 
nology is being used to help 
students and guidance counse­ 
lors sift the mass of job de­ 
scriptions, relate them to stu­ 
dents’ abilities and values and 
suggest careers at which stu­ 
dents are likely to succeed. 
Within 12 months, the System 
of Interactive Guidance and In­ 
formation, SIGI, also is sched­ 
uled for use at Illinois State 
University and at community 
colleges in Pasadena, Calif.; 
Gainesville, Fla.; Dallas, and 
St. Louis. 


SIGI is controlled completely 
by the student who works 
through a three-hour program 
at his own speed during one or 
more sessions, according to its 
developer, Educational Testing 
Service. ETS emphasizes that 
the system is the only one of its 
kind that is value oriented. “It 
gives students an appreciation 
of their values and their rela­ 
tionship to career choices,” 
ETS says. 


ETS defined 10 major values 
placed on occupations by stu­ 
dents: high income, prestige, 
independence, helping others, 
security, variety, leadership, 
the importance of working on 
one’s primary field, leisure and 
early job entry. 


Students sit at a computer 
terminal that looks like a televi­ 
sion screen with a typewriter 
keyboard. The program begins 
with a game requiring choices 
between hypothetical jobs with 
competing values. This leads to 
listing the 10 values in order of 
importance.

The student’s values and ca­ 
reer knowledge are combined 
by showing him the opportuni­ 
ties offered by the occupations 
in the system to fulfill the 10 
value categories. This gives the 
student specific information 
about the desirability of each 
job. 


Another vital element in ca­ 
reer counseling is determining 
chances of success in various 
occupations. With the college 
and student’s help, a key course 
showing bow well students tak­ 
ing it have succeeded in the 
entire program in a field is 
provided the computer. Up to 18 
variables about the student, 
such as age and academic 
record, are entered. 
Analyzing this information, 
the computer predicts the prob­ 
able grade the student will get 
in the course based on past 
performance of similar stu­ 
dents. 
Then the computer helps de­ 
termine the best educational 
program to reach the career 
goal depending upon the time 
the student wants to spend to do 
it. The student sees the courses 
required, a prediction of his 
ability to get through the cur­ 
riculum and at what degree of 
success. 
If be is satisfied that he has 
the ability, the student is shown 
the steps required to prepare 
for the field, including a com­ 
munity college course of study, 
classes available at his college, 
programs at higher-level insti­ 
tutions in his area if the career 
be seeks requires more than 
presented, requiring the student . *w0 years of college, and 
to revise the list. 


Sixty jobs are typified by the 
man-made program. 


When the student is satisfied 
that he has sifted enough possi­ 
bilities and listed the best job, 
he reorganizes the priorities. 
Then he picks five values that 
are most important to him. 
Using this information, the 
computer lists jobs meeting 
those specifications. 
The list may be long or short, 
depending on those values and 
students using it.

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Bagley Is Qualified 
Controller Candidate 
In the campaign for state 
controller, one major party 
candidate has raised a serious 
question about the financing of 
the other’s campaign. And the 
other, in turn, has attempted to 
sfiow his opponent guilty of 
conflict of interest. 
- The campaign spending ques­ 
tion has been raised by Repub­ 
lican William T. Bagley, Marin- 
Sonoma assemblyman. Cam­ 
paign contribution filings by his 
Democratic opponent, Orange 
County Assemblyman Kenneth 
Cory, show a total of $508,000 in 
contributions and interest-free 
loans from a pair of Orange 
County investors: Louis Celia 
and Richard O’Neill. 


BAGLEY CLAIMS Cory al­ 
ready has done a favor for 
Celia and O’Neill by killing a 
bill by Assemblyman John V. 
Briggs, R-Fullerton, calling for 
a special election to fill a va­ 
cancy on the Orange County 
Board of Supervisors. Celia and 
(TNeill are hoping a Democrat­ 
i c governor — Edmund G. 
Btpwn Jr. — will appoint a 
supervisor favorable to them, 
Bagley charges. 
-As O’Neill owns 53,000 acres 
¿Tílevelopable land in Orange 
County, this might be worth 
$508,000. On the other hand, it 
might not. At any rate, it 
stretches credibility that any 
two men would give a half­ 
million dollars to a candidate’s 
campaign without expecting 
some return. 
Cory charged Bagley with 
conflict of interest because the 
law firm of Bagley, Bianchi, 
Hoskins, and Rosenberg had as 
a client Waldo Giacomini, who 
sold a large parcel of West 
IVfarin acreage to the state. 


Bagley’s retort was that he had 
nothing to do with the matter. 
ALL OF THIS serves to liven 
up the campaign, but it also 
serves to obscure the real is­ 
sue: which of the two candi­ 
dates, Bagley and Cory, is bet­ 
ter qualified for the job of state 
controller? 
The answer to that one is 
easy: Bagley has the qualifica­ 
tions. 
In fact, if the controller were 
appointive and a search were 
made for the best qualified 
man in California to fill the job, 
it would probably wind up with 
Bill Bagley. 
During his years in the legis­ 
lature, Bagley has become rec­ 
ognized as expert on state fi­ 
nancing and taxation. No major 
tax-finance bill in recent years 
has been put together without 
Bagley’s assistance. He has 
been depended on for expertise 
in this field both by the Repub­ 
lican Reagan administration 
and the Democratic leadership 
of the legislature. 
Cory, on the other hand, can 
point to no expertise in matters 
financial. His record in the 
Assembly includes no legisla­ 
tion in that line. His own party 
leadership does not go to Cory 
for advice on financing bills. 
FOE THAT MATTER, it is 
Bagley — not Cory — who 
introduced a bill which reduced 
the oil depletion allowance in 
California below that allowed 
by the federal government, al­ 
though Cory made his primary 
campaign as “the man the oil 
companies fear most.’’ 
Campaign contributions 
aside, Bagley has the qualifica­ 
tions to be state controller. 
Cory does not. It’s as simple as 
that.

You recently printed a letter, “Reports 
on Tamalpais Fire District Disputed.” 
The letter, from the four members of the 
Tamalpais Fire Protection District board 
being recalled, stated “errors in fact” 
printed in the October, 1974, Almonte 
Newsletter. 
Since I am the source of information 
for this article I felt I must rebut their 
letter. 
My information regarding the loss of 
volunteers because of their inability to 
get along with the new chief and the 
information that seven of our regular 
firemen have tested and passed exams 
for other fire departments came directly 
from the firemen and volunteer firemen 
in the Tamalpais district. . . 
The next item the board took issue with 
was related to the chief’s contract They 
state their rules and regulations are 
“undergoing revisions” and that was the 
reason they granted Chief Bennett a 
contract.. The committee to revise the 
rules and regulations was formed on Feb. 
8, 1971, and the chairman was Art 
Crebassa, one of the directors being 
recalled. As of December, 1973, not one 
meeting had been held . . . 
.. .At their (the board’s) public meeting 
of Sept. 26.. .an attorney in the audience 
advised the board that at least one 
section of the chief’s contract was ambig­ 
uous. The most disturbing of these sec­ 
tions stated “the chief will be accredited 
with 10 years service for retirement 
purposes and accumulation of benefits.” 
If taken literally it could mean the 
district would have to plan an additional 
10 years of retirement monies, and in the 
chief’s case this could amount to $36,000 
. . . Therefore the board was fully aware 
of the $36,000 issue.

Best For Country Club 


I was glad to see the Oct 15 editorial 
spell out the facts about annexation 
versus CSA (County Service Area) 19, 
both of which will be on the Nov. 5 ballot, 
and how they will affect the residents of 
Country Club. There have been so many 
false rumors and so much false informa­ 
tion it has been hard to separate truth 
from fiction or fantasy. 
As a member of the committee study­ 
ing county service areas, I feel CSA 19 is, 
as the editorial says, “at least a step 
toward better fire protection” for some of 
the areas involved, since they have no 
alternative and it is the best they can get 
for the money. For the Country Club 
area, it is totally inadequate, and that is 
wny I could not endorse it. 
I think if is imperative to understand 
what second response mutual aid is. 
Under CSA 19 (Measures A and B) a 
county pumper fire truck, from its loca­ 
tion somewhere on Puerto Suello Hill, 
must arrive at a fire, and then ask the 
city for aid with adequate equipment. If 
annexed (Measure E), Country Club 
would be served by city fire stations a 
little over a mile on either side of us. 
CSA 19 will cost 71 cents plus the 24.5 
cents we pay for county library, a total of 
95.5 cents per $100 assessed valuation.

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Annexation to San Rafael would cost 92 
cents (city tax rate) and in addition to 
fire protection it would provide us with 
all the other city services such as police, 
instead of the county sheriff which we 
now must depend on. 
CSA 19 ignores the need of the Country 
Club area to improve the fire fighting 
water system. We now have the worst 
water system of any of the areas in­ 
volved. Experts acknowledge this is vital 
to proper fire protection. Annexation 
faces the problem squarely and provides 
for improvement at a reasonable cost. . .

I was very pleased to read the article 
by David Einstein that appeared in a 
recent issue of the I-J. Too often, it 
seems to me, reference to the last year’s 
war in the Middle East has focused on 
the plight of the Arab people — of course, 
including the Palestinians — and some­ 
how give the impression that “again” it 
was Israel who had been the “aggressor” 
and the "imperialists”. 
Having been in Israel during the Yom 
Kippur war, I have some taste of the 
depth of the suffering in Israel when lives 
are threatened. In most countries of the 
world, a man might continue to pursue 
his daily tasks and, depending upon his 
age and circumstances, could be almost 
totally oblivious of a war in which his 
country was involved. In Israel that is 
not possible. Every person, whether an 
old jeweler (whose grandson immediately 
leaves to fight) or a middle-aged cab 
driver (who has already fought in five 
wars!) whose taxi and he are willingly 
mobilized. For just as David Einstein 
suffered far less anxiety and fear than 
his parents halfway around the world, 
each person in Israel, however old or 
young, is so deeply involved in the 
preciousness of life gnd the devout pas­ 
sion of his land, that he suffers far less 
anxiety when he is involved in it — right 
in it — than he would if he were to pursue 
his normal life . . . 
Life is precious to all people. No more 
to one human being than to another. The 
Jews of Israel, having lived with tyranny 
for centuries and constant war since the 
recent rebirth of their nation, know that 
better than most.

The question of Nelson Rockefeller’s 
money is very difficult. 
It isn’t a matter of the family endow­ 
ment of worthy causes. This has massive­ 
ly benefited humanity. It is the political 
and personal largesse that is trouble­ 
some. 
For one thing, the family money in 
immense amounts has largely financed 
Nelson Rockefeller’s campaigns for the 
governorship of New York, and unsuc­ 
cessful attempts to gain the Republican 
presidential nomination. Since the Ameri­ 
can political system has dictated that 
vast expenditures are required to run for 
office, it is perhaps ethically preferable, 
that Governor Rockefeller should be in­ 
debted only to his kinfolk, rather to the 
other people who usually bankroll big 
campaigns. 
And it can be argued that ail that 
money wouldn’t have brought the gover­ 
norship for Mr. Rockefeller (as it didn’t 
the presidential nomination) if he hadn’t 
been a very able and politically attrac­ 
tive person. 


OF COURSE, those members of Con­ 
gress who may have to vote on his vice- 
presedential confirmation and who have 
received campaign contributions from 
him should disqualify themselves. That’s 
simple. 
The problem arises from his generosity 
to others. The gifts to Henry Kissinger, 
Judge Morehouse, and Dr. William J. 
Ronan have surfaces. I am privy to no 
secrets, but I’ll guess that there were 
many more. For some time it has been 
commonly believed that the former gov­ 
ernor would help compatible people stay 
in public life who found it financially 
impossible to do so without assistance. 
It is a fact of public life, however 
undesirable, that some people need more 
money than their official jobs pay. Many 
have augumented their income — and I 
mean many — on or over the fringes of 
legality. A great many members of 
Congress who will vote on the Rockefeller 
confirmation have earned maney on the 
side. 
It is quite possible that getting help 
from Nelson Rockefeller was more honor­ 
able than many other devices. But no-

body can deny the bond of allegiance sot 
up by the benevolence. 
If Dr. Ronan’s service for the Rockefel­ 
ler’s involved any special favors by the 
New York Port Authority for David- 
Rockefeller and the Chase Manhattan 
Bank, this situation ought to be fully 
clarified and taken into account. 


BUT THE REAL influence of the Rock­ 
efeller maney, and the almost feudal 
loyalties it created, is far more subtle.' 
The power is very real. It cannot be’ 
denied. It may have been exercised, for 
the most part, in the public interest. Kit 
it was the Rockefellers who decided what 
was in the public interest. 
Nelson Rockefeller has been a very 
notable governor. He has administered 
the second largest political entity in the' 
nation longer than anybody else. He baa 
employed and financed very able people. 
He has set up high significant studies of 
national and world policies. 
Thus he has more administrative expe­ 
rience in high office and more substan­ 
tive knowledge than most other men hr 
public life. This makes him a very 
impressive candidate for the non-elected 
vice-president. 
And yet . . . And yet v . All that 
money has created all that power and it 
is difficult to measure. Difficult to evalu­ 
ate, both in terms of power and of ethics. 


A GENERATION AGO, no such man 
would have been a likely candidate for, 
high public office in the United States.- 
Wealth alone probalbly would have dis­ 
barred him — made him automatically 
suspect. But the Rockefeller maney, so to.' 
speak, has been laundered by three 
generations of charity, and of high public 
service by the Rockefeller sons. Other 
millionaires, and millionaires’ sons, have 
become politically acceptable. 
. The Rockefeller motives may well have, 
been entirely public spirited. The golden 
handshakes may have been as unsinister. 
as Nelson’s “Hiya, feller.” 
But the power is there. And the Sen­ 
ate's problem, as it ponders the ethics 
and the politics of confirmation, is very 
sticky.

FIFTY YEARS AGO, at one of the 
many peaks in its history of political 
turbulence, Greece went through a rela­ 
tively short period as a republic. The 
republican experiment began in 1924. 
From 1936 to 1941, it lived under the 
dictatorship of Marshal John Metaxas. 
From 1944 through 1949, thousands died 
in a bloody civil war. 
For eight years, until 1963 under the 
premiership of Caramanlis, it went 
through a golden age of great economic 
progress during which it joined West 
European institutions under the constitu­ 
tion of 1952. 
After that came moanting political 
.chaos, and military intervention on April 
21, 1967. 


ON JULY 15, 1974, the Greek military 
rulers made the mistake of participating 
in a coup against archbishop Makarios, 
president of Cyprus. Swift military inter­ 
vention by Turkey followed, and the 
Greek regime, already faced with huge 
economic and political problems, col­ 
lapsed.

The military called Caramanlis back 
from his self-imposed exile in Paris and 
on July 24, be took the oath of office as 
premier. 
An almost legendary aura of success is 
associated with Caramanlis’ early history 
as premier, and it is doubtful whether 
anyone else could have administered the 
dose of bitter medicine the Greeks had to 
swallow after the Cyprus affair and 
survived either street demonstration or 
new military intervention. 


BEFORE HIS RESIGNATION in 1963, 
Caramanlis had crossed swords frequent­ 
ly with the Greek royal family, once 
telling King Paul — father of the deposed 
King Constantine — that it was his job to 
reign but not to rule. His resignation had 
followed another tiff with the king. 
Upon his return he demonstrated again 
the toughness of his fiber. 
This was his release of political prison­ 
ers and restoration of Greek political 
parties, including the Communists. 
As a gesture to the political left, he 
withdrew Greece’s military forces from 
NATO, but retained ties to NATO’s politi­ 
cal arm. The military withdrawal, he 
indicated, might not be permanent, de­ 
pending upon ultimate settlement of tie 
Cyprus problem. 
American nuclear weapons, mean­ 
while, remain in Greece. 


ALONG WITH CIVIL rights, the Cara­ 
manlis government restored the 1952 
constitution which had been in effect 
before the 1967 coup. 
The government also announced it 
would seek full membership in the Euro­ 
pean Common Market and closer ties 
with Western Europe. 
On Oct. 8, the Caramanlis government 
resigned to clear the way for elections on 
Nov. 17. Forty-five days later, a plebi­ 
scite will determine the future of Ring 
Constantine, now living in exile in Brit­ 
ain. 
Caramanlis and his new Democratic 
party, as might be supposed, are strong 
early favorites.

Half-Opened Freeway Is- 
Already Affecting Novato 


Opening of the northbound 
lanes of the freeway bypass in 
Novato had an effect on the 
community on the first day. 
Someone inquired where the 
Ford garage was. The person 
thought it was right beside the 
highway and didn’t see any sign 
of it. That would'be right be­ 
cause it is on the old highway, 
and the driver was about half a 
mile to the east. 
A northbound motorist now 
does not even know that be is 
going through a city. It is all 
open space on both sides of the 
treeway. 
THE OLD HIGHWAY route is 
a strange sight Heavy traffic, 
especially during ’ the rush 
hours, still crowds the south­ 
bound lanes, but the northbound 
lanes are practically deserted. 
The state and city should 
immediately 
do something 
about the traffic lights. For 
example, there is no use in 
holding up southbound traffic 
while the left turn green light 
northbound is on far longer 
than is necessary. 
With the removal of through 
northbound traffic, some res­ 
taurants and gas stations will 
see how much of their business 
came off the highway. When 
the southbound lanes are open, 
they will have a positive picture 
of the amount of traffic which 
the freeway generated.' 
But the old highway is poten­ 
tially one of the most prosper­ 
ous business streets in this 
area. 
It is wide and will be beauti­ 
ful with the islands in the cen­ 
ter. With the through traffic 
taken off it, local residents will 
find it easier to get to old town. 
Grant Avenue eventually may 
have to take a back seat to the 
wide commercial street that is 
§fill half a highway. 
One employee at the Novato 
City Hall made a goof. She 
directed people coming from 
the south to come to the second 


traffic light ami turn right to 
reach the city hall. That will 
now put them in Cloverdale. 
LA ST W E E K , residents 
presented the Novato City 
Council with petitions with 433 
signatures, asking that the loca­ 
tion of the proposed civic center 
be restudied and other sites 
examined. 


It also asked that a choice of 
these should be submitted to 
the voters.

Gambling Ring 
Brings Sentence 


LOS AN GELES (UPD - Re­ 
puted Mafia boss Peter J. Mil­ 
ano, 50, and sentenced yester­ 
day to four years in federal 
prison for his part in a floating 
gambling ring in the San Fer­ 
nando Valley. 
Codefendants Martin C. Cala- 
way, 47, and Luigi Gelfuso, 48, 
were also sentenced to four- 
year prison terms by U.S. Dis­ 
trict Court Judge Jesse W. Cur­ 
tis for operating what be 
termed a “ gambling enter­ 
prise.” 
The operation involved rigged 
machines installed in a number 
of San Fernando Valley homes.

An hour later three officers of 
the United Auto Workers Union 
broke into my office pnd asked 
me what I thought I was doing. 
I told them the car I owned was 
perfectly satisfactory, and I 
really didn’t need a new car. 
Well, you should have heard 
what they said, Mr. President. 
They accused me of creating 
unemployment in the most im­ 
portant industry in America 
and shouted that if everyone 
thought the way I did we would 
have the greatest depression in 
the history of the country.

BECAUSE THE KIDS have 
no movie theater to go to any 
more, they’re now hanging 
around the bouse with their 
friends, and it has cost me $45 
for beer and pretzels alone. 
Of course, we’re not going to 
go near a store for Christmas, 
as that is really throwing mon­ 
ey down the drain. Somehow 
the newspaper I work for found 
out about it, and I got a call 
from the advertising depart- 
m®gt. The man said if we’re not 
going to buy anything for 
Christmas, they’re not going to 
get advertising and they won’t 
be able to pay me for the 
column. I ’ll be very frank with 
you, Mr. President, this could 
put me in a class with my 
friend Kaltenborn. 
But this is neither here nor 
there. What I ’m really writing 
to you about is, could I please 
have my WIN flag to fly over 
my house, 
because I want 
everybody to know how easy it 
is to fight inflation?

Former Ford Teammate 
May Ride Rails To Fete 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPD - A 
retired 
longshoreman 
who 
played high school football with 
President Ford says he may 
have to hop a freight train to 
get to his team’s Thanksgiving 
reunion at the White House. 
“ If they don’t send me a 
ticket, I’m gonna grab me an 
armful of freight train,” Silas 
McGee said yesterday. “ That’s 
my thing. I used to be a hobo. 
“ I ’ll ride east by way of the 
southern route. It’s warmer. 
And get off in Baltimore, so I 
can clean up at the bus station, 
change my clothes, make my­ 
self presentable.” 
McGee, 61, the same age as 
the President, was the only 
black on the football team of 
South High School in Grand 
Rapids, 
Mich., in 
1930. 
He 


played halfback and left end. 
He remembers Ford as the, 
star center and captain of the 
football team. “ We called him 
Junie, because he was Gerald 
Ford, Junior — his dad had a 
paint factory.” 
The last game McGee played 
with the future President was 
on Thanksgiving Day, 1930. 
“ It was freezing cold, with 
six to eight inches of snow on 
the deck — the gridiron. Jeez, it 
was cold! The game ended in a 
scoreless tie. 
“ Junie was a sight to behold. 
A big shock of blond hair, and 
when he hollered at us, ‘Come 
on, fellas!’ it was like a — how 


do you say it? — a clarion call 
to battle. Just like the cavalry 
in the movies.” 


WASHINGTON (UPD - A 
federal judge has ordered the 
government to delay any final 
agreement on turning over to 
former President Richard M. 
Nixon any of his White House 
tapes and documents. 
U.S. District Judge Charles 
R. Richey yesterday beard tes­ 
timony from a group of histori­ 
ans and reporters asking for a 
temporary restraining order on 
the turnover. Nixon’s attorney, 
J. Herbert Miller, argued the 
former president needed access 
to the material. 
Richey, admitting no one 
would be satisfied with his rul­ 
ing, said Nixon, now recuperat­ 
ing from phlebitis at San Gem­ 
ente, can use his documents — 
still in Washington — “ for the 
sole purpose” to prepare any 
testimony which be might give 
in the Watergate cover-up trial. 
“ He (Nixon) shall be allowed 
to make copies,” Richey ruled. 
Judge John J. Sirica has 
asked for a medical report in 
three weeks on Nixon’s condi­ 
tion and his ability to appear in 
court at the Watergate cover-up 
trial. 
The executive director of the 
American Historical Society 
said today his group “ in gener­ 
al” had no political reasons for 
seeking a delay in the agree­ 
ment. 


“ Our interest really is in the 
preservation of those papers to 
make sure that historians, polit­ 
ical scientists and others will 
have access to them in the 
course of discharging their re­ 
sponsibilities as historians,” 
said Mack Thompson on the 
NBC Today show. 
Richey’s 
ruling Monday: 
Prevented the General Serv­ 
ices Administration, the federal 
agency supervising the materi­ 
als, from “ disclosing, transfer­ 
ring, disposing or otherwise 
making known to any person, 
be be-she private citizen Of 
public official.” 
Stopped the GSA from putting 
into effect its Sept. 6 agreement 
with Nixon on future custody. 
Nixon asked in that suit that 
GSA be forced to stick to the 
agreement that the former 
President owns and controls his 
White House documents and 
may take custody of them, sub­ 
ject to certain government re­ 
strictions, over the next five 
years. 
A group composed of several 
professional associations and a 
number of individuals in each 
field, contended the GSA agree­ 
ment would deny them and the 
American people — perhaps 
irrevocably — access to impor­ 
tant historical materials that by 
rights belong to the public.

Banking System

HONOLULU (UPD - Arthur 
F. Burns, chairman of the Fed­ 
eral Reserve Board, says that 
“despite all the strains recently 
experienced in credit markets, 
the banking system remains 
strong and sound.” 
Burns told the American 
Bankers Association in a key­ 
note address yesterday that 
“There is no reason to doubt 
the ability of our banks to meet 
their commitments. ” 
Burns said “in the past year, 
we have had the two largest 
bank failures in the nation’s 
history.” 
But, he said it was equally 
important to recognize that 
these failures did not cause any 
loss to depositors. Nor did they 
have serious repercussions on 
other banks or businesses, he 
said.

Kent State Trial Warning Given 


CLEVELAND (UPD - Feder­ 
al Judge Frank J. Battisti to­ 
day warned attorneys and 
newsmen at the trial of eight 
former Ohio National Guards­ 
men charged in the killing of 
four Kent State University stu­ 
dents and wounding of nine 
others that statements made 
outside the courtroom may be 
prejudicial. 
Battisti told tbe two members 
of the jury that have been 
selected so far that they were 
not to concern themselves with 
a statement by former Guards­ 
man James Pierce that he had 
lost his job on a construction 
project in Florida because of 
the amount of time the trial is 
expected to take. 
“Statements outside the court 
do not concern us in the extent 
as they may be prejudicial in 
this case,” Battisti said. “The 
reporters should know better 
and counsel should instruct its 
clients not to make statements 
of this kind to the news media.” 


The judge also had attorneys 
begin questioning jurors in suc- 
ceession to speed up the selec­ 
tion process. 
Battisti predicted yesterday 
that the trial would take about 
six weeks. 
“The entire Ohio National 
Guard is not on trial here, just 
certain members of it,” said 
Battisti in recessing court yes­ 
terday. “The Kent State Uni­ 
versity student body is not on 
trial. The legality of the Viet­ 
nam war is not on trial.” 
The shootings occurred May 
*. 1970 during a student protest 
of the war. 
Earlier the judge had read 
the indictments returned last 
April by a federal grand jury to 
the panel of prospective jurors 
and then cautioned them “the 
indictment is not any evidence

In every home there is a 
room without a proper furniture 
wall — a room, perhaps, where 
windows or doors make the 
wall itself impossible to use for 
furniture. 
You’ve seen the m aster bed­ 
room where there’s no place for 
beds or the family room where 
the bookshelves don’t fit or the 
children’s room where only one 
bed fits comfortably. 
Most common of all, howev­ 
er, is the living room without a 
sofa wall. Maybe the wall has 
been exchanged for a picture 
w indow or a dining alcove. You 
may have gained a lot of light 
or a view, you may have ac­ 
quired a place to eat, but you 
have definitely lost a wall. 
If this happens to you, as it 
has to me and to many folks I 
know, cheer up 
There is no 
rule that requires you to place 
your furniture against a wall. 
In fact, some pieces of furni­ 
ture look better free-standing, 
and an island grouping often 
provides a better traffic pattern 
through the space. 
The 
problem 
with floating 
furniture is providing an anchor 
to hold it down. 
Of course you can do this 
with color — by using a strong 
or dominant color or upholstery 
against a neutral background — 
or the exact reverse of this 
idea.

Try Often 
Repetitive 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - A 
significant majority of adoles­ 
cents hospitalized for attempted 
suicide have tried to kill them­ 
selves before, according to a 
recent medical study. 
Dr. Melvin Stern of Monte- 
fiore 
Hospital, 
Bronx, 
N.Y., 
said the survey showed 69 per 
cent of adolescent suicide at­ 
tem pt cases had a record of 
more than two prior incidents. 
Stern addressed the report to 
the Society of Adolescent Medi­ 
cine, meeting in San Francisco 
in conjunction with the Ameri­ 
can 
Academy of Pediatrics’ 
43rd annual convention. The 
five-day meeting ends tomor­ 
row. 
Suicide is one of the leading 
causes of adolescent death, sec­ 
ond only to accidental death. 
According to Stern, who con­ 
ducted the study with Drs. I. F. 
Litt and M. I. Cohen of Montef- 
iore Hospital. 71 per cent of the 
youths who tried to commit 
suicide had undergone previous 
psychiatric care. 
“ An adolescent hospitalized 
for a suicide attem pt is clearly 
a risk for future attem pts,” he 
said, “ but we’re missing the 
boat." 
The doctor said such cases 
should be an opportunity for 
ongoing 
psychiatric 
interven­ 
tion — something of a more 
aggressive nature than had ap­ 
parently been tried in the past. 
Stern said the profile of a 
typical adolescent who attem pt­ 
ed suicide was a 16-year-old 
female dropout who was unem­ 
ployed and was living with a 
minimum of only one parent. 
Sixty-five per cent of those who 
tried to take their own lives 
used sleeping pills or other 
internal drugs or poisons, he 
said. 
The Montefiore Hospital re­ 
port also included a study on 
the possibility that adolescent 
accident cases showed latent 
self destructive behavior, but 
he said this proved not to be the 
case.

Watercolors Offer Wide Scope

“ On location” painting is a 
favorite activity for many art­ 
ists. 


For one thing, landscapes, 
seascapes, historical sites or 
other scenic vistas have a spe­ 
cial appeal For another, varia­ 
tions which can be found in 
terrain, seasons and weather 
offer a wide scope for mood and 
tempo. 


The Marin County Watercolor 
Society, four years old this 
year, has been holding a num­ 
ber of semi-monthly, informal 
“ paint outs” around the Bay 
Area for the group’s more than 
100 artists. 
A show of the resultant works 
is now at the Ross Valley Clinic 
in Greenbrae. 
With its quick-drying proper­ 
ties, watercolor is a particular­ 
ly suitable medium for outdoor 
work. 
It is both a demanding and 
a flexible medium. It can be 
crisply and electrically spar­ 
kling with white highlights on 
heavy, dry paper.or seductively 
fluid — "juicy” — on a wet 
surface. The artist must work 
quickly and spontaneously to 
record the essense of form, 
light, space, and color. 
Charlotte Britton’s “ Mendoci­ 
no Coastline” is a fine example 
of dynamic flux at its best. 
Alternating opaque wedges of 
buff and ochre tones slightly 
tinted with apricot create a 
sunlit, dipping coastline. Over­ 
lay washes of violet blue and 
cool green define the water 
area and its reflections, while 
shorthand strokes of red and 
brown create outlines of houses, 
leaving the sparkling white of 
the paper to serve as sun-lit 
stucco or siding. 
A. B. Echols’ “ American 
Flat” divides the format into 
swinging arcs with dark, thin 
lines. An overall neutral tint 
within each segment, and the

addition of a greenish tone and 
texture in the lower left area 
defines sky, distant and near 
planes and in-and-out move­ 
ment with great economy. 
Blanc's "Legion of Honor,” 
exhibits precision in architec­ 
tural detail while at the same 
time retaining a whimsical po­ 
etry in recording children at 
play. An aura of delightful en­ 
chantment surrounds this art- 
ists “ Haunted House,” seen as 
if in a dream sequence. 
Washes of red and orange 
bleeding into each other, and a 
reflective pool of deep green 
add up to a romantic atmos­ 
phere for Barbara

U.S. Reduces Civilian Employees 
Working For Saigon Air Force 


SAIGON OJPI) - The United 
States has cut out jobs for more 
than three out of four American 
civilian technicians assisting 
and training the South Vietnam­ 
ese air force in a money-saving 
move, American sources said 
today.

Reagan May 
To Win 
Presidency 


WASHINGTON OJPI) - Cali­ 
fornia 
Gov. 
Ronald 
Reagan 
says he might run as a third 
party presidential candidate in 
1976 if the two major parties 
fail to represent “the will of the 
American people.” 
Reagan also said President 
Ford could be challenged for 
the 1976 Republican presiden­ 
tial nomination “if things have 
grown worse instead of better” 
for his administration. 
The conservative Republican 
made his remarks in a taped 
television interview last night 
on the Public Broadcasting 
Service. 
Reagan has repeatedly urged 
Ford to chart his programs and 
policies in line with what he 
terms the “conservative man­ 
date” won by President Nixon 
in his 1972 landslide re-election 
victory. 
Asked if that mandate “is 
violated in your eyes, would 
you then lead a third party 
movement in 1976?” Reagan 
replied: 
“ Well, whether I would lead 
the movement or whether I 
would join in support of such a 
movement I think would have 
to depend on whether it became 
evident that both parties had so 
far failed that they no longer 
could represent the will of the 
American people." 
“ In other words, you’re not 
closing the door to the possibili­ 
ty?” he was asked. 
“I am saying,” Reagan add­ 
ed, 
“that such a possibility 
would exist under those circum­ 
stances. I am hoping it won’t be 
necessary.” 


The sources estimated the 
elimination of jobs for 1,272 
Americans and 879 Vietnamese 
civilians by the end of this 
month will save $19 million in 
U.S. military aid funds during 
the next year. 
Elimination of the jobs came 
at a time when South Vietnam 
is beset with inflation and un­ 
employment. 
Spokesman for the U.S. Em­ 
bassy in Saigon confirmed the 
cuts and said they were made 
reluctantly following Congres­ 
sional cutbacks in American 
aid to South Vietnam. 
Two weeks 
ago 
President 
Ford signed a military aid bill 
for $700 million a year for South 
Vietnam, less than half the 
amount requested by adminis­ 
tration officials. 
“There was considerable re­ 
luctance to cut out these jobs,” 
said the spokesman. “ They 
were made only because funds 
were unavailable." 
Most of those affected have 
been working at major air bas­ 
es, maintaining South Vietnam­ 
ese aircraft and teaching Viet­ 
namese airmen how to service 
the planes and helicopters. 
At present 2,186 American 
civilians assist the South Viet­ 
namese armed forces. All of 
them are paid out of military 
aid funds.

Integration 
Needs Told 


NEW YORK (UPI) - The 
City’s Human Rights Commis­ 
sion, in a move aimed at head­ 
ing off possible racial clashes 
at the city’s public schools, 
yesterday released a list of 
recommendations tc prevent 
confrontations and ease neigh­ 
borhood fears. 
The commission report de­ 
tailed the case history of vio­ 
lence at one Brooklyn high 
school and urged the board of 
education to take action now to 
avoid future clashes similar to 
the recent racial violence in 
Boston. 
The 57-page report, based on 
a study of racial disorders that 
led to five arrests last Decem­ 
ber at Madison High School in 
the Flatbush section of Brook­ 
lyn, recommended: 
Establish a ‘‘technical assist­ 
ance unit” in the board of 
education to develop guidelines 
to help schools improve race 
relations. 
Stronger efforts to involve 
minority students in extracurri­ 
cular activities. 
Establishm ent 
of 
ethnic 
studies programs that focus on 
white ethnic groups as well as 
blacks and Puerto Ricans. 
Faculty seminars on integra­ 
tion 
The report disputed the con­ 
tention that the incidents at 
Madison were caused by “a few 
bad apples” or the lack of 
adequate security measures. 
The report said “ the commis­ 
sion finds that the unusually’ 
widespread failure to recognize 
the existence of problems 
whose content was in part ra­ 
cial was itself a contributory 
factor to these problems.” 
Despite its specific recom­ 
mendations, 
the 
report also 
said: “The fact is, we know 
how to integrate — through 
redistricting, reassignment of 
students, busing. What we do 
not know is how to make inte­ 
gration work on a permanent 
basis.” 


BOSTON (UPD - The Con­ 
gress on Racial Equality yes­ 
terday came out against court- 
ordered busing to desegregate 
city schools, saying it prefers 
black control in the black 
neighborhoods. 
The CORE statement put the 
group in direct conflict with the 
NAACP, which filed the class 
action suit leading to the feder­ 
al court order to bus 18,235 
students. The NAACP has con­ 
sistently supported the order. 
Mary Dennison, acting na­ 
tional director of CORE, said 
“we feel that busing became 
the issue because no alternative 
to achieve quality education 
was available.” 
“CORE calls for desegrega­ 
tion through community control 
because the most obnoxious 
feature of segregation is not the 
fact that black and white chil­ 
dren are not sitting next to each 
other,” she said. 
“The fact that whites control 
schools in the black community 
as well as in tbeir own is the 
feature of segregation which is 
intolerable.” 
Ms. Dennison said she will 
request an immediate end to 
the busing ordered by U.S. Dis­ 
trict Judge W. Arthur Garrity

(Photo by Jim Dukes, 
City Bristles At Probing 
Ross Board 
By Human Rights Agency

The Marin County Human 
Rights Commission is “over- 
zealous” and should keep out of 
municipal affairs, San Rafael 
City Councilmen said last night. 
(Another San Rafael Council 
story on page 1.) 
The council objected to the 
county commission's probe into 
two charges of misconduct on 
the part of San Rafael police. 
Share Buying 
Spurs Ethics 
Code Study 


The San Rafael city adminis­ 
tration was directed to explore 
the possibility of developing a 
“code of ethics” for city em­ 
ployees last night by the city 
council. 
The action was spurred by 
Councilman Lawrence E. Mul- 
ryan, who said be was particu­ 
larly concerned with acquisition 
of stocks by employees. 
“We ought to have some poli­ 
cy guidelines . . . as far as 
acquisition of stocks,” said 
Mulryan. The move is needed 
“so we don’t have staff in a 
position of embarrassment be­ 
cause of poor judgement. . . ” 
At issue is a disclosure by 
Planning Director Herbert G. 
Hotchner that he is a stockhold­ 
er in Larwin Mortgate Inves­ 
tors, a Los Angeles-based fi­ 
nancing firm that owns a 133- 
acre parcel within city limits. 
Hotchner made the disclosure 
in a statement of economic 
interest he filed with the coun­ 
ty 
(As 
previously 
reported, 
Hotchner owns 150 shares of the 
firm, and said he bought the 
shares at about “$15 or $20” 
apiece last year. The stock is 
worth about $2.50 per share 
today. The firm in 1972 ap­ 
proached city staff with a pro­ 
posal to build 1,400 apartment, 
townhouse and condominium 
units on its land, but never 
applied for formal review. 
Hotchner has denied any con­ 
flict of interest in the situation, 
saying his interest in the firm is 
miniscule and that he has done 
nothing illegal.) 
Mulryan’s call for “guide­ 
lines” governing such situations 
was met with a warning by City 
Mgr. William J. Bielser that the 
issue is legally sensitive. “It’s a 
touchy legal area when we start 
restricting rights of employ­ 
ees,” Bielser said. 
Mayor C. Paul Bettini also 
urged a cautious approach to 
the situation. 
Hotchner, absent last night to 
attend a League of California 
Cities conference in Los Ange­ 
les, on Saturday mailed a form 
letter to city officials and local 
newspapers attacking press re­ 
ports of his stockholding. 
“Success in a business or 
profession and investments that 
are building blocks towards 
one's retirement are not signs 
of dishonesty,” according to the 
Hotchner letter. 
Hotchner contends report of 
his stockholding was made out 
of context and has created mis- 
impressions that have defamed 
him. 


The group has investigated a

The commission has held 
public hearings on a complaint 
by Jeannette Pomeroy that the 
civil rights of her 12-year-old 
son were violated by San Ra­ 
fael police inspectors during an 
investigation of the slaying of 
Lucy 
Ann 
Gilbride and on 
charges by Terra Linda teens 
that police used unnecessary 
force during a raid on a party 
on Skyview Drive in August. 
(The commission on Thursday 
will consider a report by Police 
Chief Lawrence R. Kelly that 
the teen brutality allegations 
are unfounded.) 
City Mgr. William J. Bielser 
last night reported, however, 
that the commission is “over­ 
stepping the bounds on which it 
operates” by considering mu­ 
nicipal matters since it has no 
jurisdiction within city limits. 


He produced a copy of a 
county ordinance creating the 
commission, 
which 
sets the 
agency’s scope as “applying 
throughout the unincorporated 
areas of Marin County. Nothing 
herein shall create any rights, 
powers or duties in conflict with 
any state, federal or municipal 
law,” the regulation adds. 
City Atty. Fred C. Robbins 
agreed, saying the commission 
has no authority over any ac­ 
tion that takes place in the city. 
City councilmen criticized the 
rights agency for being too 
zealous and went on to say that 
the council can handle any in­ 
vestigations of city depart­ 
ments which are deemed neces­ 
sary. 
Chief Kelly did not attend the 
commission’s Thursday session. 
Councilman Lawrence E. 
Mulryan expressed concern at 
what he called “the recurring 
publicity with respect to the 
police department” and said 
the council should review a 
report of police conduct at the 
teen beer party.

Defense Chief 
Decries Cuts 
In Arms Fund 


WASHINGTON (UPD - De­ 
fense Secretary Jam es 
R 
Schlesinger said today that for 
seven years the nation’s mili­ 
tary forces have been suffering 
financially from a “wasting dis­ 
ease ’ that could result in the 
country becoming a second 
class military power. 
“The appetities to further re­ 
duce the Department of De­ 
fense continue to grow as the 
department dwindles," Schles- 
inger said. 
Schlesinger, who was inter­ 
viewed on the CBS Morning 
News, said the department s 
total resources has dropped, in 
constant dollars, by about 40 
per cent during that period. 
"We have dropped in terms 
of military manpower by a 
million and a half men and 
compared to pre-war we are 
down by about 600,000 men,” he 
said.; "We have the lowest 
share of the GNP (Gross Na­ 
tional Product) since before the 
Korean War. And in terms of 
public spending we re at the 
lowest point since before Pearl 
Harbor.” 
The department requested a 
budget of $92.6 billion for fiscal 
1975, but the spending figure 
was . slashed by more than $4 
billion in Congress. 
"The question is does the 
United States wish to maintain 
a military balance or does it 
not,” Schlesinger said. “ If we 
are going to disarm as a nation 
and accept second class status 
as a military power we should 
do so consciously, rather than 
allowing the erosion of purchas­ 
ing power for the Department 
'. of Defense to drive us into that 
second class status." 
He said the Soviet Union’s 
military budget has been grow­ 
ing at the rate of 4 to 5 per cent 
annually in terms of real re­ 
sources 
“ We have been shrinking,’’ 
he said. “This year we submit­ 
ted a budget that prevented 
further shrinkage But between 
the cuts that were imposed by 
the Congress and very substan­ 
tial erosion of purchasing pow­ 
er because of the inflation, we 
will be going down still fur­ 
ther.”

Ray Opens 
Fight For 
New Trial 


MEMPHIS, Tenn. (UPD - 
James Earl Ray’s bid for a new 
trial began today with his attor­ 
ney arguing in federal court 
that Ray’s previous lawyer, 
Percy Foreman, had put pres­ 
sure on Ray to plead guilty to 
the murder of civil rights lead­ 
er Dr. Martin Luther King Jr. 


Ray, 46, sat staring straight 
ahead as Bernard Fensterwald 
told the court that Ray should 
be given a new trial because he 
was deprived of his constitu­ 
tional right to effective counsel. 


Fensterwald said Foreman, a 
famous Houston lawyer, pres­ 
sured Ray until be finally 
pleaded guilty to the 1968 slay­ 
ing. He said Foreman had told 
Ray he would be “barbecued” 
(put to death in tbe electric 
chair) if be risked a trial, rath­ 
er than entering a guilty plea.

He usually grows 
up to be the masculine, aggres­ 
sive type who is a devil with tbe 
ladies. Farsighted girls tend to 
be tomboys. 
Although both far- and near­ 
sighted children can read, the 
latter do it better. With proper 
glasses, none of these problems 
need arise. Those with unde­ 
tected myopia often learn to 
compensate for the visual de­ 
fect by contracting the pupils 
when in a brightly lit room. By 
restricting the size of their pup- 
iles, they lengthen their depth 
of perception. 
Makeshift adjustment never 
replaces the improvement that 
follows proper eyeglasses or 
contact lenses.

NEW /ORK OJPD - Cuban 
Premier Fidel Castro says he 
would be willing to begin talks 
on resuming U.S.-Cuban diplo­ 
matic relations if the United 
States first agrees to lift the 
economic embargo. 
In an interview taped with 
CBS television to be broadcast 
tonight on Channels 5 and 10 at 
10 o’clock, Castro declared. 
“I would say that number one 
is the lifting of the economic 
blockade. When the economic 
blockade is ended, we shall be 
in a condition to speak under 
conditions of equality: the Unit­ 
ed States and ourselves.” 
In a talk with CBS correspon­ 
dent Dan Rather, Castro, at 47 
still sporting his famous beard, 
criticized President Ford for 
warning petroleum producers 
against high prices and for his 
public admission that the Cen­ 
tral Intelligence Agency sup­ 
ported Chilean newspapers op­ 
posed to the late President 
Salvador Allende. 
But, he said, be hoped for a 
change in U.S. policy toward 
Cuba. 
President Ford “is not in­ 
volved with the Cuban counter­ 
revolutionary elements,” Cas­ 
tro said, as opposed to former 
President Richard Nixon, who 
“was personally very much in­ 
volved with them.” 
Castro said Cubans regard 
Ford “with a certain hope in 
the sense that he may after all 
adopt a different policy towards 
Cuba.” 
The premier praised Secre­ 
tary of State Henry Kissinger 
as a “realistic politician” and 
also praised the late President 
John F. Kennedy for resisting 
advice to send in American 
troops after the failure of the 
1961 Bay of Pigs invasion. 
Castro said the U.S. base of 
Guantanamo on Cuban soil 
would be brought up in any 
negotiations to resume diplo­ 
matic relations.

Most popular marks for 
car thieves, according to police, are Volkswagens, because 
they are said to be easy to break into, and easy to strip parts 
for resale. 


INVESTIGATION — Dt. Ron Averiette of the San Rafael police 
dusts a stolen car for fingerprints that might lead to 
apprehending the thief, but this search is usually fruitless, 
police said. However, when they do manage to nab a thief, they 
can usually link him to others that were previously unsolved. 


ABANDONED — Encountering a car left abandoned on the 
freeway shoulder, Officer James Baker of the California 
Highway Patrol calls in to his dispatcher to run a check on the 
car’s license number (above) and then examines the car at 


close range (below) looking for an indication that it might have 
been stolen — a broken window, wired ignition, or other 
markings. This particular car wasn’t stolen, so Baker merely 
left a warning note for the owner to remove it. 


TARGETS — About one in every 100 cars will be stolen in the 
coming year, and, according to statistics, most will be taken 
from a place like this: A large, unattended parking lot. Recent 
statistics on car theft are alarming — more than 107,000 were 


stolen in California last year, and in just the first eight months 
of this year, more than 150 in San Rafael alone. More 
reassuring is the fact that more than 80 per cent of stolen cars 
will be recovered thanks to police efforts.

Ah, the salt air and the waves of the open sea. 
Well, not really the open sea. It was actually in 
San Francisco Bay, about as close to Alcatraz as I 
ever wanted to be. It was close enough to see the 
broken windows and decaying outer walls. I never 
really wanted to see the inner walls. 
It was a fishing trip with the Lord of the Sea. 
The Lord is Keith Fraser who got his nickname 
because of his success in binging back limits of 
Striped Bass. Keith is part owner of the Loch 
Lomond Live Bait and Tackle shop and the 
resident bass expert. 


HE REPORTED the other day that striper 
fishing around Alcatraz Island was red-hot, 
“everybody catching limits.” When I appeared to 
be somewhat skeptical, he invited me to come out 
on a trip with him and see for myself. 
It was the day after the final game of the World 
Series and a perfect time to test the fishing . . . 
and talk baseball. Fraser is also a junior high 
school teacher and is head baseball coach at 
Terra Linda High. It was a fivesome on Fraser’s 
boat. We were joined by I-J baseball columnist 
Gary Hughes, San Marin baseball coach Ron 
Butori, and Roy Partee of Terra Linda, a scout for 
the New York Mets who played for Boston and St. 
Louis of the American League in the 40s. 
It was a beautiful day, shirtsleeve weather on 
the bay. We rigged up for trolling, using a 
spreader to allow for the use of two lures, a spoon 
and a jet-tailed jig. If one of those lures didn’t 
work, the other would, we were promised. 


ONLY SECONDS after we let out our lines, 
Hughes was excitedly calling that he had a fish 
on. After reeling in his line we found that he had 
what the veteran anglers call a “double header,” 
a fish on each of his two lures. 
We kept the biggest of the two, about a four- 
pounder, and tossed the smaller one back, al­ 
though it was of legal size. What the heck, we 
said, if fishing is going to be this good we’ll just 
keep them one at a time. 
Well, Fraser was right. The fishing last Friday, 
as he reported it had been all week, was red-hot. 
We caught about 30 stripers, throwing the smaller 
ones back unharmed, and kept our limit of 15 
(three each). They were good-sized fish, the 
largest one weighing out at 16% pounds. 


THAT 16%-POUNDER was the first fish I 
caught that day, after Hughes had given me such 
a bad time because he was catching fish and I 
wasn’t. Actually, I was just waiting for the bigger 
ones. 
That was the biggest striper I have ever caught 
and it put up a good fight before being decked. I 
felt very proud of that fish until I was humbled by 
the sight of that salmon whose picture is next door 
to this space. That’s quite a beauty, that 54- 
pounder caught by Leonard Gettle of Mill Valley. 


IT WAS a great time Friday. We all caught fish 
and had a very relaxful time aboard Fraser’s 
boat. After that World Series week, relaxing was 
just what this tired body needed. 
And when Fraser reports the fishing is “red- 
hot,” I won’t doubt his word. He proved his point.

Defense Makes Big 
Plays For Chicago 


Packers' Devine Can 
Only Second-Guess 


CHICAGO (UPD — The defense made the big 
plays for the Chicago Bears on national television 
last night and left Green Bay Packer Coach Dan 
Devine second guessing himself after a 10-9 
defeat. 


NEW YORK (UPD — 
Outfielder Bobby Bonds, 
acclaimed “the best 
player in baseball “by 
at least two managers 
only a year ago, was 
traded to the New York 
Yankees today by the 
San Francisco Giants 
for outfielder Bobby 
Murcer in a straight 
player deal. 
Bonds had a subpar year with 
the Giants this past season, 
finishing with a .256 batting 
average, 71 runs batted in and 
21 homers. 
Likewise, Murcer, who origi­ 
nally had been groomed to take 
Mickey Mantle’s place in cen- 
terfield for the Yankees, but 
never really did, also tailed off 
from the year before when he 
batted .304, drove in 95 runs 
and hit 22 homers. This year, 
he was moved from centerfield 
to rightfield by Manager Bill 
Virdon to make room for Elliott 
Maddox, and wound up with a 
.274 average, 10 homers and 88 
rbi’s. 
Only two of Murcer’s homers 
were hit at home in Shea Stadi­ 
um, both coming in September 
in a series against Celeveland. 
The Giants went for the 28- 
year-old Murcer specifically be­ 
cause they needed a lefthanded 
hitter badly. 
Murcer, a native of Okla­ 
homa City, Okla., broke in with 
the Yankees as a shortstop in 
1965, but did not win a regular 
berth with them until he came 
back from military service in 
1969. 
His best year for the Yankees 
was 1971 when he batted .331 
and had 94 rbi’s and 24 homers. 
The deal was the first inter- 
league swap following the 
World Series. The interleague 
trading period officially opened 
today. 
Bonds was off someplace fish­ 
ing when the deal was finalized 
between the two clubs. 
Gene Mauch, the blunt speak­ 
ing manager of the Montreal 
Expos said at one point in 1973: 
“Bonds is the best player in 
baseball today.” 
Cincinnati manager Sparky 
Anderson, who guided the Na­ 
tional League All-Stars that 
year, 
agreed 
after Bonds 
sparked the National Leaguers 
to victory over the American 
League. 
Bonds did it all for the Giants 
in 1973 with 96 rbi’s, 39 homers, 
130 runs scored, 34 doubles, 
four triples, 43 stolen bases and 
a .283 batting average. 
In so doing, he became only 
the second player in major 
league history to repeat the 
accomplishment of hitting- 30 
homers and stealing 30 bases in 
the same season. 
Willie Mays, Bonds’ idol, 
managed the same feat in both 
1956 and 1957. Only three other 
players ever have achieved that 
30-30 distinction even once. 


The win for the Bears left 
both teams with a 3-3 record, 
tied for second place in the 
National Football League’s 
Central Division, two games 
behind the front-running Minne­ 
sota Vikings. 
The Bears started out like 
gangbusters. 
Mirro 
Roder 
kicked a 23-yard field goal to 
wind up a march from the 
Bears’ 47 the first time Chicago 
had the ball. 
Then less than five minutes 
later, Gary Huff hit wide re­ 
ceiver Charley Wade in the 
middle of the Packer secondary 
and Wade outran the defense 
for a 57-yard touchdown play 
and a 104) Chicago lead. 
But that was the end of the 
Bear offense as far as scoring 
went and the defense, though 
hard pressed, was adequate. 
The first time the defense 
took charge was after the Pack­ 
ers had marched from their 21 
to a first down on the Bears’ 
nine. John Brockington gained 
two yards, a pass to Brocking­ 
ton gained another and a pass 
to Rich McGeorge put the ball 
on the two with fourth down. 
That was when Devine made 


the decision he second guessed 
later. 
“As it turned out, the decision 
to go for it looms as the big 
one,” he said. “The decision 
was mine. Naturally I won’t do 
it again knowing what we know 
now. But at that point we felt 
we needed seven points. We

Tagge agreed that Brocking- 
ton’s failure to get in earlier 
was the most important play 
because “if we had scored, the 
momentum would have gone 
our way and it would have been 
a different bail game.” 
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All of the Green Bay points 
were by Chester Marcol on field 
goals of 34, 33 and 36 yards. 
Coach Abe Gibron of the 
Bears declared the result came 
because of “physical, aggres­ 
sive football. We think we can 
beat anybody.” 
Bears defensive captain Doug 
Buffone. conceeding, “we got 
hurt a little outside,” added: 
“When we got close in, we 
really tightened up. They 
thought they could run the ball 
on third down, but we stuck in 
there, especially on the goal 
line. You’ve got to have holes to 
run very’ hard.”

No Luck With 
Bucks Or Ducks 


TRUCKEE — M ary/my wife, and I opened the 
duck season last Saturday here at Webber Lake. 
Having hunted deer the last three weeks with 
neither of us seeing a buck since the opening day, 
we expected a little action with the ducks. Earlier 
this week, we had toured all the likely looking 
ponds nearby getting a count of 12 birds, mostly 
mallards. 
---------------------------------- 
With no one else around here 
hunting ducks, we got up about 
8 a.m. — none of this early 
morning freezing for us! Mary 
took one bunch of ponds; I took 
some others. We planned on 
getting just two birds for Sun­ 
day’s dinner. I met her about 
noon — neither of us could raise 
a bird. As Mary put it, “ Even 
the mice in the cabin have quit 
biting.” 
We tried lots of good areas 
for bucks, but there just doesn't 
seem to be any at our former 
hot spots. Hunting pressure is 
practically nil. We’ve seen just 
one huck brought in during the 
past two weeks. I rem em ber 
opening day when Andy Rosalie 
of San Rafael and Mary were 
on a stand together. This one 
forked horn broke out about 25 
yards away from them in the 
open. Being the first day. Mary 
yelled to Andy to take it. He 
yelled back. “ No. you take it!” 
Finally both shot and got the 
buck. I’ll bet no one around 
here today would be so polite. 
That buck may be it for the 
season for us. 


GAME WARDEN Gil Berg of 
this area came by yesterday. 
We discussed the buck hunting. 
He laughed and said. “ Bucks 
around here are almost consid­ 
ered in the rare and endan­ 
gered species." Oh. it’s not that 
bad It’s probably the dryness 
of the surrounding country. You 
can't move through the timber 
without creating lots of loud 
crackling brush noises. In one 
area that we've hunted, there’s 
a doe with a bell attached to its 
neck. We have jumped her nu­ 
merous times, 
yet we have 
never been 
close enough to 
actually 
see 
her. When you 
can’t get a deer in sight with a 
bell continually ringing, things 
are tough. We know it’s a doe. 
beeause she has been seen ear­ 
lier this spring in the same 
locality. Now to see her is a 
challenge. 


KURT KALEMBA and his 
son David cam e by for the 
weekend. They had hunted a 
couple of days near Chilcoot in 
Plumas County. They said they 
saw one buck in the 30 or so 
camps at that area. 
This week, a coyote has been 
giving the local sheepherder’s 
flock a rough time, killing two 
of them. Bob Jack, formerly of 
Novato and 
an old varm int 
hunter figured to help the her­ 
der Out. I guess Bob put in a 
week trying to catch that coy­ 


ote. He finally did. 
We 
have 
been 
continually 
trying the trout fishing, but 
they are hard to catch too. The 
other morning at White Rock 
Lake, probably 1.000 fish were 
rising. There m ust have been 10 
million bugs on the lake. The 
fish were gorging themselves 
on these and wouldn’t touch a 
thing. 
In 
the afternoon, we 
caught one fish, about a 14-inch 
Kamloops trout, which was full 
of bugs. The area badly needs a 
rain and a cold spell, even a 
snow, to improve the hunting 
and fishing conditions. 
The buck season closed on the 
east side of the Sierra crest last 
Sunday. But it stays open on 
the west side until Nov. 3. With 
W ebber Lake situ ated just 
about on the crest, our hunting 
will be restricted to the west 
side this week. I suppose we’ll 
see bucks all over the place on 
the east side after it’s closed. 


IF YOU ARE a duck hunter, 
you 
might note an illegible 
number problem and its an­ 
swer. If you cannot read your 
1974-75 California 
hunting li­ 
cense num ber, chances are 
there’s nothing wrong with your 
eyesight. The sam e thing is 
happening to hunters all over 
the state. 
Unless you’re going to apply 
for a reservation to hunt on a 
state managed waterfowl area, 
you 
need not 
be concerned. 
Fish and Game Wardens are 
aware of w hat’s going on and 
will give you no trouble when 
checking your license in the 
field even if the number is 
smudged or otherwise illegible. 
But 
the 
rub 
comes when 
you’re applying for a waterfowl 
area reservation and you need 
the license number for the ap­ 
plication form. 
The Departm ent of Fish and 
Game says you should enter on 
the application as much of the 
number, if any, you can read. If 
you cannot make out the num­ 
ber. simply write just above the 
space provided for the number, 
‘‘num ber ille g ib le .” A pplica­ 
tions so marked will be includ­ 
ed in the drawings. 
It might be a good idea if you 
can still read the number to 
write it somewhere else on the 
license in case it should disap­ 
pear. 
Meanwhile, handle the 
license with care. A Depart­ 
ment of Fish and Game spokes­ 
man blamed the firm manufac­ 
turing the validation stamps for 
using an inferior ink.

George A. Christie, the Com­ 
pany’s vice president and chief 
economist, predicted that non- 
residential construction con­ 
tracts would total $32.5 billion 
in 1975, 4 per cent below this 
year’s level; residential build­ 
ing would reach $41.3 billion, a 
12 per cent gain; and nonbuild­ 
ing construction would come to 
$28.3 billion next year, 17 per 
cent over this year’s figure. 
Christie pointed out that when 
the next upturn in construction 
begins, “the place to look for 
earliest improvement will be in 
housing.” 
He believes this will happen 
at the beginning of 1975.

Fatten Inflation 
By 1.2 Per Cent 


Normal Declines Lacking; 
Climb Worst Since 1947 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Rising prices in every­ 
thing from food and clothing to haircuts and 
shoeshines boosted the cost of living in September 
to its highest annual rate since 1947, the Labor 
Department reported today. 
At the same time, the month­ 
ly report said, the average 
wage-eamer had 5.2 per cent 
less spendable income this Sep­ 
tember than he did a year ago 
because of the impact of infla­ 
tion and higher payroll deduc­ 
tions. 
The 
Septem ber 
figures 
showed that the consumer price 
index — the best pocketbook 
yardstick of inflation — rose 1.2 
per cent for the month on a 
seasonally-adjusted basis and 
12.1 per cent for the 12-month 
period, an annual rate une­ 
qualled in 27 years. 
The report said retail prices 
defied economic norms by ris­ 
ing even where they normally 
decline at this time of year and, 
overall, price-increases effected 
nearly every corner of the con­ 
sumer budget. 
Food prices, for example, 
rose 1.4 per cent in September 
when they are supposed to show 
a seasonal dip. Prices were 
higher for beef, pork, poultry, 
eggs, cereal, bakery products, 
processed fruits and vegeta­ 
bles, sugar and sweets. 
Dairy products increased for 
the first time in four months. 
The cost of restaurant meals 
and snacks rose 0.7 per cent 
over August. 
Automobile prices, which 
usually decline in September at 
the end of the model year, also 
increased. 
Higher prices were also 
recorded in September for 
mortgage interest payments, 
houses and home furnishings, 
housekeeping supplies, clothing, 
toilet articles, reading materi­ 
als, alcoholic beverages, auto 
repairs, dry cleaning, shoe re­ 
pairs and haircuts. 


College tuitions rose again on 
the average and the cost of 
medical services increased by 1 
per cent over the month. 
Gasoline 
prices 
dropped 
slightly but the prices for utili­ 
ties such as gas. electricity and 
telephone service increased. 
The report said the average 
price for a gallon of regular 
gasoline dropped 0.7 per cent to 
55 cents a gallon in September 
and premium declined 0.6 per 
cent to 58.7 cents. 
While retail prices were ris­ 
ing generally in September, the 
report showed, wholesale prices 
showed a slight decline that 
was not passed on to the con­ 
sumer. 
The consumer price index 
measures inflation as it actual­ 
ly effects the average consum­ 
er. The index stood at 151.9 at 
the end of September, meaning 
that goods and services that 
cost $100 in the base year of 
1967 cost $151.90 last month. 
In other recent surveys, the 
Gross National product showed 
an 11.5 per cent rise and the 
wholesale price index a 19.7 per 
cent increase. 
In its report on wage trends, 
the Labor Department said real 
gross average weekly earninge 
had risen 0.2 per cent for the 
month of September because of 
rises in average hourly earn­ 
ings and average hours worked 
per week. 
But over the year since Sep­ 
tember, 1973, the report said 
real average weekly earnings 
had declined 4.5 per cent, allow­ 
ing for inflation, and 5.2 per 
cent after social security and 
federal income tax deductions.

Dean Says Haldeman Tried

WASHINGTON (UPI) - John 
W. Dean III testified today that

ing that “once the toothpaste is 
out of the tube, it’s going to be 
very hard to get it back in.” 
Dean, formerly President 
Richard M. Nixon’s counsel and 
now the Watergate prosecu­ 
tion’s star witness, testified 
during his fifth day on the stand 
about events in the White House 
in late March and April, 1973, 
when the cover-up began to 
unravel. 
Chief trial prosecutor James 
F. Neal was expected to com­ 
plete his direct questioning of

yer, John J. Wilson, to cross- 
examine. 
Haldeman, Nixon s former 
chief of staff, and four other 
former Nixon associates are on 
trial in the cover-up. William S. 
Frates, lawyer for former 
White House aide John D. Ehr- 
lichman, told U.S. District 
Judge John J. Sirica that 
Dean's credibility “is the cru­ 
cial thing in this case, as far as 
my client is concerned.”

Purloined Leary Tapes Vanish Again

Marin investigators said today. 
The tapes, part of a larger 
haul taken from the house, 
were subpoenaed by George 
Chula, an Orange County law­ 
yer who has been indicted on 
charges of furnishing drugs to 
Miss Harcourt-Smith. 
The disappearance of the 
tapes, considered vital to Chu­ 
la ’s defense is one more 
strange occurence in a cast that 
already has more twists than a 
dimestore novel. 
The chain of events began in

and documents which they were 
willing to return for $20,000 in 
extortion money. 
Arrangements were made to 
return the stolen goods at a San 
Francisco hotel. Miss Viertel 
and Dewald were arrested 
there and the suitcase recov­ 
ered, apparently lacking about 
10 vital tape recordings. 
Subsequently, Miss Harcourt- 
Smith told an Orange County 
grand jury that it was attorney 
Chula that furnished drugs to 
her. On the strength of her 
testimony, Chula was indicted.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Johr 
R Quarles Jr., deputy adminis 
trator of the Environmenta. 
Protection Agency, said today 
additional gasoline taxes oi 
some form of rationing may 
still be necessary to cope with 
energy problems. 
Quarles said Americans arc 
already going back to buying 
bigger cars and driving at 7t 
miles an hour on the highway, 
an indication that reliance or 
voluntary cooperation by the 
consuming public is not enough. 
If Detroit does not voluntarily 
start turning out more fuel effi­ 
cient cars, Quarles said, “we 
should adopt a flat regulatory 
requirement that all cars 
produced after 1978 achieve at 
least a minimum standard for 
fuel economy, and this bottom 
floor requirement should be 
coupled with a further incentive 
to shift toward smaller cars in 
the form of a surtax on all cars 
weighing more thaa 3.00C 
pounds, escalated upward to as 
high as a $1,000 tax on big 


luxury cars weighing over 5,50C 
pounds.” 
“We should also continue to 
consider the need for additional 
gasoline taxes or some form of 
rationing to cut down on exces­ 
sive automobile use,” he added. 
“We should abolish the High­ 
way Trust Fund, so that federal 
money for highway construc­ 
tion would go through the nor­ 
mal appropriations scrutiny.” 
Quarles made the comments 
in a speech prepared for deliv­ 
ery in Louisville, but released 
in advance in Washington. 
Quarles said the automobile 
is not the only energy problem 
but it is “a big part of the 
problem in and of itself. And it 
is a symbol for all the rest. 
“If we are unwilling to face 
up to the problem of the auto­ 
mobile and do something about 
it, we might as well forget 
about the goal of energy conser­ 
vation. We are kidding our­ 
selves if we think the job can be 
done without attacking the 
problem at its core,” he said.

Bomb Explodes 
In Man's Hands 
In North Ireland 


BELFAST, Northern Ireland 
(UPI) — A bomb exploded in 
the hands of a man rushing it 
from a Belfast betting shop 
where it was planted today, 
police said. The blast blew him 
to pieces and tore an arm off an 
18-year-old youth passing by. 
The man, identified as Domi­ 
nic Donnelly, a Catholic in his 
mid-40s, had spotted a bomb 
concealed in a transistor radio 
left in the shop in Belfast’s 
Catholic Falls Road area, po­ 
lice said. 
Earlier, 
masked gunmen 
burst into Belfast’s Catholic St. 
Peter’s secondary school and 
kidnaped 28-year-old teacher 
Daniel Burke from a 
staff 
room. But he was released un­ 
harmed a few hours later. 
Burke said be was blindfolded 
and questioned. He refused to 
say what he was questioned 
about 


An extortionist who signed his 
name J. Hawker has claimed 
responsibility for damaging or 
toppling 11 towers which sup­ 
port the power lines feeding 
this second largest city in the 
Northwest. He threatened to 
knock out the remaining lines, 
blacking out the city, unless 
Bonneville Power Administra­ 
tion pays him $1 million. 
BPA said today all but one of 
the lines put out of service by 
the blasts, which occurred be­ 
tween late September and last 
Friday night, had been re­ 
paired. 
Because of alternate 
routes available on the power 
system there have been no pow­ 
er outages associated with the 
blasts. Repairs to lines restored 
capability of the system to 
serve the city from more than 
one direction, a BPA spokes­ 
man said. 
Dan Schausten, assistant to 
the administrator of the BPA, 
said three helicopters along 
with fixed wing aircraft were 
being used to patrol transmis­ 
sion lines in a 40-mile radius of 
'Portland. Ground crews were 
doubled from three to six. 
He said armed troopers were 
needed aboard the sky craft 
because “there is nothing our 
pilots can do if they see a 
person planting a charge on a 
tower.” 
The BPA is the federal mar­ 
keting agent for electrical pow­ 
er in the Pacific Northwest. It 
owns some 12,000 miles of high 
voltage lines strung throughout 
the hills and mountains, with 
each mile of power line having 
about five of the tall, steel 


towers. 
The BPA refused to pay the 
extortion money, and countered 
it with a huge $100,000 reward 
for information leading to the 
arrest and prosecution of the 
extortionist. 
BPA Administrator Don Hod- 
el told a news conference in 
Seattle, Wash., yesterday: “If 
we ever pay even one penny of 
blackmail, there isn’t one pow­ 
er system in the United States 
that’s safe.” He said security 
throughout the agency’s system 


was increased, but believes the 
current threat applies only to 
the Portland area. 
“As far as I know this is the 
first incident where an extor­ 
tion demand has been connect­ 
ed to bombing power systems,” 
Hodel said. "I think it indicates 
someone decided to go into 
business for himself and fig­ 
ured this was a quick way to 
make some money.” 
He said by holding fast and 
paying nothing, the extortionist 
should realize his effort is fu­ 
tile. 
Emergency services, police 
and fire departments in Port­ 
land and surrounding communi­ 
ties have been put on alert in 
the event of a power blackout. 
Hospitals and other institutions 
have 
been 
warned to have 
emergency generators in good 
working order, even though a 
power outage might last only a 
few hours. 


San Rafael Legal

city attorney, the city council 
decided last night.

Councilmen declared the 
part-time, elected post now held 
by Fred C. Robbins should be 
expanded to a full-time position 
and said they will set a salary 
for the job before Dec. 5, the 
day filing opens for Robbins’ 
seat. 
Councilmen said attorneys 
seeking election to the post — 
which is expected to carry a 
salary of about $26,000 annually 
— may not retain a private 
practice. 
Robbins, elected to the attor­ 
ney post in 1971 when he ran 
unopposed, has private clients 


while working about 60 hours 
monthly on city business. His 
current pay is $1,225 monthly. 
Robbins has said privately 
that he would not seek reelec­ 
tion as city attorney if the 
council made the position full­ 
time. However, he made no 
public comment on his plans 
last night. 
The council acted after re­ 
jecting two other proposals for 
ways to improve city legal 
services. The administratin had

hiring a full-time 
deputy city attorney or buying 
additional legal time from Rob­ 
bins or another lawyer on an 
hourly basis.

Mozambique Race Rioting 
Quashed After 48 Killed

Mozambique (UPI) — Loyal 
troops arrested dissident Portu­ 
guese Commandos today and 
restored order after at least 48 
persons were killed in the 
bloodiest racial clashes since a 
black-majority 
government 
took power in this East African 
country. 
Hospital authorities said 33 
whites were among those who 
died in last night’s street bat­ 
tles between black and white 
troops which set off mob vio­ 
lence in the capital’s African 
shantytowns. An estimated 160 
persons were injured. 
Portuguese High Commis­ 
sioner Rear Adm. Victor Cres­ 
po, appealing for calm on radio, 
said mixed black and white 
army patrols had restored con­ 
trol and arrested units of Portu­ 
guese commandos who face 
punishment. But most of the 240 
soldiers involved were flown 
home to Portugal today, mili­ 
tary sources said.

INGLEWOOD (UPI) - A 
mild earthquake jolted a small 
part of Southern California to­ 
day awakening many residents 
and prompting telephone calls 
to police but apparently causing 
no damage. 
The Seismological Laboratory 
at CalTech in Pasadena said 
the tremor at 5:13 a.m. PDT 
had a preliminary intensity of 
2 8 on the open end Richter 
Scale.

Catholic priest, 
Father Joao Romano Alves, 
was killed by an African mob 
which battered him with sticks, 
his nephew said at Lourenco 
Marques hospital.

San Rafael Teachers Granted 
Six-Month, 1 Per Cent Raise 


The San Rafael Board of Edu­ 
cation last night extended dis­ 
trict teachers a carrot — in the 
form of an additional 1 per cent 
six-month salary increase — in 
hopes of settling a long wage 
dispute. 
The 1 per cent across-the- 
board raise for teachers in both 
the elementary and high school 
districts would be effective Jan. 
1, 1975, and would be in addition 
to the 6 per increase already 
offered by the board. The 6 per 
cent would be retroactive to 
last July 1. (Teachers also re­ 
ceived 2 per cent raises last 
January.) 
Teachers, who have threat­ 
ened to strike, had asked 14 per 
cent pay hikes. 
The whole matter was turned 
over to a three-member fact­ 
finding committee, whose re­ 
port was accepted last night by 
the board of trustees. The re­ 
port reflected the opinions of 
two of the members, with the 
teacher representative Han-il 
Lee dissenting. Lee held out for 
an 8.2 per cent wage hike. 
The majority of the panel, 
attorney Arthur B. Jacobs, of 
San Francisco, the arbitrator, 
and John Liebert of Palos 
Verdes Estates, the board’s 
representative, concurred on 
the 6 per cent retroactive raise 
with the additional 1 per cent 
bike next January. 
The proffered pay raises and 
other protions of a package 
accepted by the board now 
must be ratified by the teach­ 
ers, who will meet Thursday. 
There was no talk last night 
of a strike threatened earlier by 
teachers nor of the large num­ 
ber of volunteers which the 
district has enlisted to fill in for 
teachers should a strike occur. 
In a sometimes heated meet­ 
ing attended by some 225 per­ 
sons (most of them teachers), 
the board agreed to accept the 
majority recommendations of 
the committee despite some 
reservations. 


“ I’m not totally satisfied 
about everything in this report 
— I don’t think any board 
member is,” trustee Francis X. 
Kelly told the Independent- 
Journal. ‘‘But the main thing I 
want is to get the schools mov­ 
ing again.” 
While teachers at the meet­ 
ing, which ran almost three 
hours in the San Rafael High 
School auditorium, expressed 
dissatisfaction with the salary 
proposal, board members said 
they were not sold on other 
segments of the fact-finding 
group’s recommendations. 


The proposal to give elemen­ 
tary teachers free time to pre­ 
pare for classes and the details 
of a grievance procedure to be 
used in disputes over unfavora­ 
ble evaluations of teachers 
came under fire by trustees. 


The fact-finding committee 
recommended that elementary 
school teachers have one unas­ 
signed period per week for 
class preparation, if this can be 
achieved at no cost to the dis­ 
trict. 


The report also recommended 
a four-step grievance procedure 
for teachers, including outside 
advisory arbitration as a last 
resort. 


The committee also suggest­ 
ed adopting a goal of having no 
more than 25 students per 
teacher for junior and senior 
high schools and 27 pupils to 
each instructor in the elementa­ 
ry schools. (Supt. Donald E. 
Leisey said the overall ratios in 
the district are now slightly 
lower than these figures.) 
Teachers, however, repre­ 
sented on the fact-finding panel 
by Lee, a negotiations specialist 
for the California Teachers As­ 
sociation, called for fixed maxi- 
mums of class size which could 
not be exceeded. 
Approved without dissent by 
the board were a myraid of 
other proposals by the commit­ 


tee, including health, dental 
and insurance coverage, duty­ 
free lunch periods, selection of 
department chairmen, summer 
school contract procedures, dis­ 
ability leave, travel reimburse­ 
ment and others. 
Debate on the main issues in 
contention, through, drew an­ 
gry responses from teachers. 
Board President Herman L. 
Childress drew boos, hisses and 
a few muttered obscenities 
when he said, ‘‘When we grant­ 
ed a 2 per cent raise in January 
it was with the clear under­ 
standing that it was to applied 
against this year’s salary 
agreement.” 
But Barry A. Hoglund drew 
thunderous applause when he 
said. ‘‘You increase the super­ 
intendent’s salary 14.8 per cent; 
you increase the books and 
materials budget 61 per cent; 
you increase the building and 
grounds budget 175 per cent; 
and then you turn around and 
say, ‘Sorry teachers, there’s no 
more money left.’ ” 
Board members told Hog­ 
lund, a representative of the 
Certificated Employees Council 
and others in the audience, 
money for larger raises just 
isn’t available because of state 
limits on school spending per 
pupil.

state campaign finance reports, 
said $40 million bad been raised 
by all congressional candidates 
through Sept. 1 this year. When 
compared to $70 million for the 
period April 7-Dec. 31, 1972, it 
appeared congressional cam­ 
paign spending this year was 
going to be a good deal lower, 
Wertheimer said. 
‘‘The major exceptions to this 
are the special interest groups 
which apparently will play a 
much larger financial role in 
1974 than they did in 1972.” 
Wertheimer also reported 
that Senate and House incum­ 
bents of both parties again 
were getting the lion’s share of 
contributions, incumbents got 
$24 million of the total contribu­ 
tions reported as of Sept. 1. 
Candidates trying to unseat in­ 
cumbents got $8 million, as did 
candidates in contests where no 
incumbent was running, ac­ 
cording to the Common Cause 
figures. 
Another major change in 
campaign finance this year was 
dominance of Democrats. Of 
the total, Democrats received 
58 per cent and Republicans 42 
per cent. Two years ago it was 
Republicans 54 per cent; Demo­ 
crats 46 per cent. 
Even so, Common Cause 
said, Republican as well as 


Democratic opponents did far 
better raising funds than chal­ 
lengers of either party. 
In the Senate, 15 Democratic 
incumbents raised $6 million 
compared to $1.2 million raised 
by 10 challengers in the same 
races. Ten Republican incum­ 
bents raised $3.5 million com­ 
pared to $1.3 million raised by 
12 challengers. In the House, 
220 Democratic incumbents 
raised $6.7 million compared to 
$3.9 million by 162 challengers; 
163 Republican incumbents 
raised $7.7 million compared to

At Mercer County (N.J.) Com­ 
munity College, computer tech­ 
nology is being used to help 
students and guidance counse­ 
lors sift the mass of job de­ 
scriptions, relate them to stu­ 
dents’ abilities and values and 
suggest careers at which stu­ 
dents are likely to succeed. 


Within 12 months, the System 
of Interactive Guidance and In­ 
formation, SIGI, also is sched­ 
uled for use at Illinois State 
University and at community 
colleges in Pasadena, Calif.; 
Gainesville, Fla.; Dallas, and 
St. Louis. 


SIGI is controlled completely 
by the student who works 
through a three-hour program 
at his own speed during one or 
more sessions, according to its 
developer, Educational Testing 
Service. ETS emphasizes that 
the system is the only one of its 
kind that is value oriented. “It 
gives students an appreciation 
of their values and their rela­ 
tionship to career choices,” 
ETS says. 


ETS defined 10 major values 
placed on occupations by stu­ 
dents: high income, prestige, 
independence, helping others, 
security, variety, leadership, 
the importance of working on 
one’s primary field, leisure and 
early job entry. 


Students sit at a computer 
terminal that looks like a televi­ 
sion screen with a typewriter 
keyboard. The program begins 
with a game requiring choices 
between hypothetical jobs with 
competing values. This leads to 
listing the 10 values in order of 
importance. New jobs and diffi­ 
culties with the one selected are 
presented, requiring the student 
to revise the Ust. 


Sixty jobs are typified by the 
man-made program. 


When the student is satisfied 
that he has sifted enough possi­ 
bilities and listed the best job, 
he reorganizes the priorities. 
Then he picks five values that 
are most important to him. 
Using this information, the 
computer lists jobs meeting 
those specifications. 


The list may be long or short, 
depending on those values and 
a new list can be obtained by 
being more or less particular. 
Males and females with the 
same values get the same job 
list since occupations are not 
classified by sex.

Another vital element in ca­ 
reer counseling is determining 
chances of success in various 
occupations. With the college 
and student’s help, a key course 
showing how well students tak­ 
ing it have succeeded in the 
entire program in a field is 
provided the computer. Up to 18 
variables about the student, 
such as age and academic 
record, are entered. 
Analyzing this information, 
the computer predicts the prob­ 
able grade the student will get 
in the course based on past 
performance of sim ilar stu­ 
dents. 
Then the computer helps de­ 
termine the best educational 
program to reach the career 
goal depending upon the time 
the student wants to spend to do 
it. The student sees the courses 
required, a prediction of his 
ability to get through the cur­ 
riculum and at what degree of 
success. 
If be is satisfied that he has 
the ability, the student is shown 
the steps required to prepare 
for the field, including a com­ 
munity college course of study, 
classes available at bis college, 
programs at higher-level insti­ 
tutions in his area if the career 
he seeks requires more than 
two years of college, and 
sources of financial aid. 
Students can return to the 
computer to revise choices and 
for additional information. ETS 
stresses that the SIGI is open- 
ended. 
As its use increases, provid­ 
ing more data and information 
from follow-up studies, SIGI’s 
accuracy and value should in­ 
crease. 
The system costs $60,000 to 
$70,000 for the computer ter­ 
minal and $2 to $5 an hour, 
depending on the number of 
students using it. 
It could be well worth the 
time and cost in financial and 
personal terms to keep students 
from floundering in the sea of 
uncertainty surrounding career 
choices today.

Bag ley Is Qualified 
Controller Candidate 


In the campaign for state 
controller, 
one 
major party 
candidate has raised a serious 
question about the financing of 
the other’s campaign. And the 
other, in turn, has attempted to 
sfiow his opponent guilty of 
conflict of interest. 
- The campaign spending ques­ 
tion has been raised by Repub­ 
lican William T. Bagley, Marin- 
Sonoma 
assemblyman. 
Cam­ 
paign contribution filings by his 
Democratic opponent, Orange 
County Assemblyman Kenneth 
Cory, show a total oi $508,000 in 
contributions and interest-free 
loans from a pair of Orange 
County investors: Louis Celia 
and Richard O’Neill. 


BAGLEY CLAIMS Cory al­ 
ready has done a favor for 
Celia and O’Neill by killing a 
bill by Assemblyman John V. 
Briggs, *R-Fullerton, calling for 
a special election to fill a va­ 
cancy on the Orange County 
Board of Supervisors. Celia and 
C£NeilI are hoping a Democrat­ 
i c governor — 
Edmund G. 
Bipwn Jr. — will appoint a 
supervisor favorable to them, 
Bagley charges. 
4 s O’Neill owns 53,000 acres 
oTdevelopable land in Orange 
County, this might be worth 
$508,000. On the other hand, it 
might not. At any rate, 
it 
stretches credibility that any 
two men would give a half­ 
million dollars to a candidate’s 
campaign without expecting 
some return. 
Cory charged Bagley with 
conflict of interest because the 
law firm of Bagley, Bianchi, 
Hoskins, and Rosenberg had as 
a client Waldo Giacomini, who 
sold a large parcel of West 
Marin acreage to the state. 


Bagley’s retort was that he had 
nothing to do with the matter. 
ALL OF THIS serves to liven 
up the campaign, but it also 
serves to obscure the real is­ 
sue: which of the two candi­ 
dates, Bagley and Cory, is bet­ 
ter qualified for the job of state 
controller? 
The answer to that one is 
easy: Bagley has the qualifica­ 
tions. 
In fact, if the controller were 
appointive and a search were 
made for the best qualified 
man in California to fill the job, 
it would probably wind up with 
Bill Bagley. 
During his years in the legis­ 
lature, Bagley has become rec­ 
ognized as expert on state fi­ 
nancing and taxation. No major 
tax-finance bill in recent years 
has been put together without 
Bagley’s assistance. He has 
been depended on for expertise 
in this field both by the Repub­ 
lican Reagan administration 
and the Democratic leadership 
of the legislature. 
Cory, on the other hand, can 
point to no expertise in matters 
financial. His record in the 
Assembly includes no legisla­ 
tion in that line. His own party 
leadership does not go to Cory 
for advice on financing bills. 
FOR THAT MATTER, it is 
Bagley — not Cory — who 
introduced a bill which reduced 
the oil depletion allowance in 
California below that allowed 
by the federal government, al­ 
though Cory made his primary 
campaign as “the man the oil 
companies fear most.’’ 
C am paign 
contributions 
aside, Bagley has the qualifica­ 
tions to be state controller. 
Cory does not. It’s as simple as 
that.

The next item the board took issue with 
was related to the chief’s contract They 
state their rules and regulations are

rules and regulations was formed on Feb. 
8, 1971, and the chairman was Art 
Crebassa, one of the directors being 
recalled. As of December, 1973, not one 
meeting had been held . . . 
.. .At their (the board’s) public meeting 
of Sept. 26.. .an attorney in the audience 
advised the board that at least one 
section of the chief’s contract was ambig­ 
uous. The most disturbing of these sec­ 
tions stated “the chief will be accredited 
with 10 years service for retirement 
purposes and accumulation of benefits.” 
If taken literally it could mean the 
district would have to plan an additional 
10 years of retirement monies, and in the 
chief’s case this could amount to $36,000 
. . . Therefore the board was fully aware 
of the $36,000 issue.

Finds Annexation 
Best For Country Club 


I was glad to see the Oct. 15 editorial 
spell out the facts about annexation 
versus CSA (County Service Area) 19, 
both of which will be on the Nov. 5 ballot, 
and how they will affect the residents of 
Country Club. There have been so many 
false rumors and so much false informa­ 
tion it has been hard to separate truth 
from fiction or fantasy. 
As a member of the committee study­ 
ing county service areas, I feel CSA 19 is, 
as the editorial says, “at least a step 
toward better fire protection” for some of 
the areas involved, since they have no 
alternative and it is the best they can get 
for the money. For the Country Club 
area, it is totally inadequate, and that is 
why I could not endorse it. 
I think it is imperative to understand 
what second response mutual aid is. 
Under CSA 19 (Measures A and B) a 
county pumper fire truck, from its loca­ 
tion somewhere on Puerto Suelio Hill, 
must arrive at a fire, and then ask the 
city for aid with adequate equipment. If 
annexed (Measure E), Country Club 
would be served by city fire stations a 
little over a mile on either side of us. 
CSA 19 will cost 71 cents plus the 24.5 
cents we pay for county library, a total of 
95.5 cents per $100 assessed valuation. 


Annexation to San Rafael would cost 92 
cents (city tax rate) and in addition to 
fire protection it would provide us with 
all the other city services such as police, 
instead of the county sheriff which we 
now must depend on. 
CSA 19 ignores the need of the Country 
Club area to improve the fire fighting 
water system. We now have the worst 
water system of any of the areas in­ 
volved. Experts acknowledge this is vital 
to proper fire protection. Annexation 
faces the problem squarely and provides 
for improvement at a reasonable cost. . .

I was very pleased to read the article 
by David Einstein that appeared in a 
recent issue of the I-J. Too often, it 
seems to me, reference to the last year’s 
war in the Middle East has focused on 
the plight of the Arab people — of course, 
including the Palestinians — and some­ 
how give the impression that “again” it 
was Israel who had been the “aggressor” 
and the “imperialists”. 
Having been in Israel during the Yoro 
Kippur war, I have some taste of the 
depth of the suffering in Israel when lives 
are threatened. In most countries of the 
world, a man might continue to pursue 
his daily tasks and, depending upon his 
age and circumstances, could be almost 
totally oblivious of a war in which his 
country was involved. In Israel that is 
not possible. Every person, whether an 
old jeweler (whose grandson immediately 
leaves to fight) or a middle-aged cab 
driver (who has already fought in five 
wars!) whose taxi and he are willingly 
mobilized. For just as David Einstein 
suffered far less anxiety and fear than 
his parents halfway around the world, 
each person in Israel, however old or 
young, is so deeply involved in the 
preciousness of life §nd the devout pas­ 
sion of his land, that he suffers far less 
anxiety when he is involved in it — right 
in it — than he would if he were to pursue 
his normal life . . . 
Life is precious to all people. No more 
to one human being than to another. The 
Jews of Israel, having lived with tyranny 
for centuries and constant war since the 
recent rebirth of their nation, know that 
better than most.

The question of Nelson Rockefeller’s 
money is very difficult. 
It isn’t a matter of the family endow­ 
ment of worthy causes. This has massive­ 
ly benefited humanity. It is the political 
and personal largesse that is trouble­ 
some. 
For one thing, the family money in 
immense amounts has largely financed 
Nelson Rockefeller’s campaigns for the 
governorship of New York, and unsuc­ 
cessful attempts to gain the Republican 
presidential nomination. Since the Ameri­ 
can political system has dictated that 
vast expenditures are required to run for 
office, it is perhaps ethically preferable, 
that Governor Rockefeller should be in­ 
debted only to his kinfolk, rather to the 
other people who usually bankroll big 
campaigns. 
And it can be argued that all that 
money wouldn’t have brought the gover­ 
norship for Mr. Rockefeller (as it didn’t 
the presidential nomination) if he hadn’t 
been a very able and politically attrac- 
, tive person. 


OF COURSE, those members of Con­ 
gress who may have to vote on his vice- 
presedential confirmation and who have 
received campaign contributions from 
him should disqualify themselves. That’s 
simple. 
The problem arises from his generosity 
to others. The gifts to Henry Kissinger, 
Judge Morehouse, and Dr. William J. 
Ronan have surfaces. I am privy to no 
secrets, but I’ll guess that there were 
many more. For some time it has been 
commonly believed that the former gov­ 
ernor would help compatible people stay 
in public life who found it financially 
impossible to do so without assistance. 
It is a fact of public life, however 
undesirable, that some people need more 
money than their official jobs pay. Many 
have augumented their income — and I 
mean many — on or over the fringes of 
legality. A great many members of 
Congress who will vote on the Rockefeller 
confirmation have earned maney on the 
side. 
It is quite possible that getting help 
from Nelson Rockefeller was more honor­ 
able than many other devices. But no-

body can deny the bond of 
up by the benevolence. 
If Dr. Ronan’s service for the Rockefel­ 
ler’s involved any special favors by the 
New York Port Authority for David- 
Rockefeller and the Chase Manhattan 
Bank, this situation ought to be fully 
clarified and taken into account. 


BUT THE REAL influence of the Rock­ 
efeller maney, and the almost feudal 
loyalties it created, is far more subtle. 
The power is very real. It cannot btf» 
denied. It may have been exercised, far 
the most part, in the public interest. But 
it was the Rockefellers who decided what 
was in the public interest. 
Nelson Rockefeller has been a very 
notable governor. He has administered 
the second largest political entity in the 
nation longer than anybody else. He has 
employed and financed very able people. 
He has set up high significant studies of 
national and world policies. 
Thus he has more administrative expe­ 
rience in high office and more substan­ 
tive knowledge than most other men in 
public life. This makes him a very 
impressive candidate for the non-elected 
vice-president. 
And yet . . . And yet . . . All that 
money has created all that power and it 
is difficult to measure. Difficult to evalu­ 
ate, both in terms of power and of ethics. 


A GENERATION AGO, no such man 
would have been a likely candidate for. 
high public office in the United States.; 
Wealth alone probalbly would have dis­ 
barred him — made him automatically 
suspect. But the Rockefeller maney, so to.’ 
speak, has been laundered by three 
generations of charity, and of high public 
service by the Rockefeller sons. Other 
millionaires, and millionaires’ sons, have 
become politically acceptable. 
. The Rockefeller motives may well have, 
been entirely public spirited. The golden 
handshakes may have been as unsinister. 
as Nelson’s "Hiya, feller.”

But the power is there. And the Sen­ 
ate’s problem, as it ponders the ethics 
and the politics of confirmation, is very 
sticky.

Caramanlis Out To Lead 
Greece On The Road Back

On the last day of August, 1974, Greek 
Premier Constantine Caramanlis called 
upon Greeks to demonstrate “maturity” 
in their search for the road back to 
democracy after seven years of military 
dictatorship. 
For the volatile Greeks his words had 
special significance. 


FIFTY YEARS AGO, at one of the 
many peaks in its history of political 
turbulence, Greece went through a rela­ 
tively short period as a republic. The 
republican experiment began in 1924. 
From 1936 to 1941, it lived under the 
dictatorship of Marshal John Metaxas. 
From 1944 through 1949, thousands died 
in a bloody civil war. 
For eight years, until 1963 under the 
premiership of Caramanlis, it went 
through a golden age of great economic 
progress during which it joined West 
European institutions under the constitu­ 
tion of 1952. 
After that came moanting political 
chaos, and military intervention on April 
21, 1967. 


ON JULY 15, 1974, the Greek military 
rulers made the mistake of participating 
in a coup against archbishop Makarios, 
president of Cyprus. Swift military inter­ 
vention by Turkey followed, and the 
Greek regime, already faced with huge 
economic and political problems, col­ 
lapsed.

The military called Caramanlis back 
from his self-imposed exile in Paris and 
on July 24, he took the oath of office as 
premier. 
An almost legendary aura of success is 
associated with Caramanlis’ early history 
as premier, and it is doubtful whether 
anyone else could have administered the 
dose of bitter medicine the Greeks had to 
swallow after the Cyprus affair and 
survived either street demonstration or 
new military intervention. 


BEFORE HIS RESIGNATION in 1963, 
Caramanlis had crossed swords frequent­ 
ly with the Greek royal family, once 
telling King Paul — father of the deposed 
King Constantine — that it was his job to 
reign but not to rule. His resignation had 
followed another tiff with the king. 
Upon his return he demonstrated again 
the toughness of his fiber. 
This was his release of political prison­ 
ers and restoration of Greek political 
parties, including the Communists. 
As a gesture to the political left, he 
withdrew Greece’s military forces from 
NATO, but retained ties to NATO’s politi­ 
cal arm. The military withdrawal, he 
indicated, might not be permanent, de­ 
pending upon ultimate settlement of the 
Cyprus problem. 
American nuclear weapons, mean­ 
while, remain in Greece. 


ALONG WITH CIVIL rights, the Cara- 
manlis government restored the 1952 
constitution which had been in effect 
before the 1967 coup. 
The government also announced it 
would seek full membership in the Euro­ 
pean Common Market and closer ties 
with Western Europe. 
On Oct. 8, the Caramanlis government 
resigned to clear the way for elections on 
Nov. 17. Forty-five days later, a plebi­ 
scite will determine the future of Xing 
Constantine, now living in exile in Brit­ 
ain. 
Caramanlis and his new Democratic 
party, as might be supposed, are strong 
early favorites.

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Half-Opened Freeway Is 
Already Affecting Novato 


Opening of the northbound 
lanes of the freeway bypass in 
Novato had an effect on the 
community on the first day. 
Someone inquired where the 
Ford garage was. The person 
thought it was right beside the 
highway and didn’t see any sign 
of it. That would'be right be­ 
cause it is on the old highway, 
and the driver was about half a 
mile to the east. 
A northbound motorist now 
does not even know that be is 
going through a city. It is all 
open space on both sides of the 
freeway. 
THE OLD HIGHWAY route is 
a strange sight. Heavy traffic, 
especially during the rush 
hours, still crowds the south­ 
bound lanes, but the northbound 
lanes are practically deserted. 
The state and city should 
immediately 
do something 
about the traffic lights. For 
example, there is no use in 
holding up southbound traffic 
while the left turn green light 
northbound is on far longer 
than is necessary. 
With the removal of through 
northbound traffic, some res­ 
taurants and gas stations will 
see how much of their business 
came off the highway. When 
the southbound lanes are open, 
they will have a positive picture 
of the amount of traffic which 
the freeway generated.' 
But the old highway is poten­ 
tially one of the most prosper­ 
ous business streets in this 
area 
It is wide and will be beauti­ 
ful with the islands in the cen­ 
ter. With the through traffic 
taken off it, local residents will 
find it easier to get to old town. 
Grant Avenue eventually may 
have to take a back seat to the 
wide commercial street that is 
Still half a highway. 
One employee at the Novato 
City Hall made a goof. She 
directed people coming from 
the south to come to the second 


traffic light and turn right to 
reach the city hall. That will 
now put them in Cloverdale. 
LAST WEEK, residents 
presented the Novato City 
Council with petitions with 433 
signatures, asking that the loca­ 
tion of the proposed civic center 
be restudied and other sites 
examined. 
It also asked that a choice of 
these should be submitted to 
the voters.

Something happened to the 
petitions. At least someone got 
his or her hands on them and 
copied the names of those sign­ 
ing them. 
A woman, who refused to 
identify herself called several 
of the signers, asking why they 
had signed the petition. Peggy 
Lehigh, city clerk, vows that it 
was not her nor anyone else in 
city hall. 
That brings up the question 
on who would have so much 
interest in keeping the proposed 
civic center east of Highway 
101 that he or she would take 
the names from the petition and 
phone them to see why they had 
signed. 


Gambling Ring 
Brings Sentence 


LOS ANGELES (UPD - Re- 
puted Mafia boss Peter J. Mil­ 
ano, 50, and sentenced yester­ 
day to four years in federal 
prison for his part in a floating 
gambling ring in the San Fer­ 
nando Valley. 
Codefendants Martin C. Cala- 
way, 47, and Luigi Gelfuso, 48, 
were also sentenced to four- 
year prison terms by U.S. Dis­ 
trict Court Judge Jesse W. Cur­ 
tis for operating what be 
termed a “ gambling enter­ 
prise.” 
The operation involved rigged 
machines installed in a number 
of San Fernando Valley homes.

An hour later three officers of 
the United Auto Workers Union 
broke into my office and asked 
me what I thought I was doing. 
I told them the ear I owned was 
perfectly satisfactory, and I 
really didn’t need a new car. 
Well, you should have heard 
what they said, Mr. President. 
They accused me of creating 
unemployment in the most im­ 
portant industry in America 
and shouted that if everyone 
thought the way I did we would 
have the greatest depression in 
the history of the country.

Somehow 
the newspaper I work for found 
out about it, and I got a call 
from the advertising depart- 
m ^t. The man said if we’re not 
going to buy anything for 
Christmas, they’re not going to 
get advertising and they won’t 
be able to pay me for the 
column. I’ll be very frank with 
you, Mr. President, this could 
put me in a class with my 
friend Kaltenborn. 
But this is neither here nor 
there. What I’m really writing 
to you about is, could I please 
have my WEN flag to fly over 
my house, 
because I want 
everybody to know how easy it 
is to fight inflation?

Former Ford Teammate

SAN FRANCISCO (UPD - A 
retired 
longshoreman 
who 
played high school football with 
President Ford says he may 
have to hop a freight train to 
get to his team’s Thanksgiving 
reunion at the White House. 
“If they don’t send me a 
ticket, I’m gonna grab me an 
armful of freight train,” Silas 
McGee said yesterday. “That’s 
my thing. I used to be a hobo. 
“I’ll ride east by way of the 
southern route. It’s warmer. 
And get off in Baltimore, so I 
can clean up at the bus station, 
change my clothes, make my­ 
self presentable.” 
McGee, 61, the same age as 
the President, was the only 
black on the football team of 
South High School in Grand 
Rapids, 
Mich., in 
1930.

played halfback and left end. 
He remembers Ford as the 
star center and captain of the 
football team. “We called him 
Junie, because he was Gerald 
Ford, Junior — his dad had a 
paint factory.” 
The last game McGee played 
with the future President was 
on Thanksgiving Day, 1930. 
“It was freezing cold, with 
six to eight inches of snow on 
the deck — the gridiron. Jeez, it 
was cold! The game ended in a 
scoreless tie. 
“Junie was a sight to behold. 
A big shock of blond hair, and 
when he hollered at us, ‘Come 
on, fellas!’ it was like a — how 
do you say it? — a clarion call 
to battle.

the turnover. Nixon’s attorney,

HONOLULU (UPD - Arthur

Kent State Trial Warning Given 


CLEVELAND (UPD - Feder­ 
al Judge Frank J. Battisti to­ 
day warned attorneys and 
newsmen at tbe trial of eight 
former Ohio National Guards­ 
men charged in the killing of 
four Kent State University stu­ 
dents and wounding of nine 
others that statements made 
outside the courtroom may be 
prejudicial. 
Battisti told the two members 
of the jury that have been 
selected so far that they were 
not to concern themselves with 
a statement by former Guards­ 
man James Pierce that he had 
lost his job on a construction 
project in Florida because of 
the amount of time the trial is 
expected to take 
“Statements outside the court 
do not concern us in the extent 
as they may be prejudicial in 
this case," Battisti said. “The 
reporters should know better 
and counsel should instruct its 
clients not to make statements 
of this kind to the news media." 


The judge also had attorneys 
begin questioning jurors in suc- 
ceession to speed up the selec­ 
tion process 
Battisti predicted yesterday 
that the trial would take about 
six weeks. 
“The entire Ohio National 
Guard is not on trial here, just 
certain members of it,” said 
Battisti in recessing court yes­ 
terday. “The Kent State Uni­ 
versity student body is not on 
trial. The legality of the Viet­ 
nam war is not on trial." 
The shootings occurred May 
f. 1970 during a student protest 
of the war. 
Earlier the judge had read 
the indictments returned last 
April by a federal grand jury to 
the panel of prospective jurors 
and then cautioned them “the

In every home there is a 
room without a proper furniture 
wall — a room, perhaps, where 
windows or doors make the 
wall itself impossible to use for 
furniture. 
You’ve seen the master bed­ 
room where there's no place for 
beds or the family room where 
the bookshelves don’t fit or the 
children’s room where only one 
bed fits comfortably. 
Most common of all. howev­ 
er, is the living room without a 
sofa wall. Maybe the wall has 
been exchanged for a picture 
window or a dining alcove. You 
may have gained a lot of light 
or a view, you may have ac­ 
quired a place to eat. but you 
have definitely lost a wall. 
If this happens to you, as it

SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - A 
significant majority of adoles­ 
cents hospitalized for attempted 
suicide have tried to kill them­ 
selves before, according to a 
recent medical study. 
Dr. Melvin Stem of Monte- 
fiore 
Hospital, 
Bronx, N.Y., 
said the survey showed 69 per 
cent of adolescent suicide at­ 
tempt cases had a record of 
more than two prior incidents. 
Stem addressed the report to 
the Society of Adolescent Medi­ 
cine, meeting in San Francisco 
in conjunction with the Ameri­ 
can 
Academy of Pediatrics’ 
43rd annual convention. The 
five-day meeting ends tomor­ 
row. 
Suicide is one of the leading 
causes of adolescent death, sec­ 
ond only to accidental death. 
According to Stem, who con­ 
ducted the study with Drs. I. F. 
Litt and M. I. Cohen of Montef- 
iore Hospital. 71 per cent of the 
youths who tried to commit 
suicide had undergone previous 
psychiatric care. 
“An adolescent hospitalized 
for a suicide attempt is clearly 
a risk for future attem pts,’’ he 
said, “ but we’re missing the 
boat." 
The doctor said such cases 
should be an opportunity for 
ongoing psychiatric 
interven­ 
tion — something of a more 
aggressive nature than had ap­ 
parently been tried in the past. 
Stem said the profile of a 
typical adolescent who attem pt­ 
ed suicide was a 16-year-old 
female dropout who was unem­ 
ployed and was living with a 
minimum of only one parent. 
Sixty-five per cent of those who 
tried to take their own lives 
used sleeping pills or other 
internal drugs or poisons, he 
said. 
The Montefiore Hospital re­ 
port also included a study on 
the possibility that adolescent 
accident cases showed latent 
self destructive behavior, but 
he said this proved not to be the 
case.

Watercolors Offer Wide Scope

“On location” painting is a 
favorite activity for many art­ 
ists. 


For one thing, landscapes, 
seascapes, historical sites or 
other scenic vistas have a spe­ 
cial appeal. For another, varia­ 
tions which can be found in 
terrain, seasons and weather 
offer a wide scope for mood and 
tempo 


The Marin County Watercolor 
Society, four years old this 
year, has been holding a num­ 
ber of semi-monthly, informal 
“paint outs” around the Bay 
Area for the group’s more than 
100 artists. 
A show of the resultant works 
is now at the Ross Valley Clinic 
in Greenbrae. 
With its quick-drying proper­ 
ties, watercolor is a particular­ 
ly suitable medium for outdoor 
work. 
It is both a demanding and 
a flexible medium. It can be 
crisply and electrically spar­ 
kling with white highlights on 
heavy, dry paper.or seductively 
fluid — “juicy” — on a wet 
surface. The artist must work 
quickly and spontaneously to 
record the essense of form, 
light, space, and color. 
Charlotte Britton’s “ Mendoci­ 
no Coastline” is a fine example 
of dynamic flux at its best. 
Alternating opaque wedges of 
buff and ochre tones slightly 
tinted with apricot create a 
sunlit, dipping coastline. Over­ 
lay washes of violet blue and 
cool green define the water 
area and its reflections, while 
shorthand strokes of red and 
brown create outlines of houses, 
leaving the sparkling white of 
the paper to serve as sun-lit 
stucco or siding. 
A. B. Echols’ “ American 
Flat” divides the format into 
swinging arcs with dark, thin 
lines. An overall neutral tint

today. 


Reagan May 
Try To Win 
Presidency 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Cali­ 
fornia 
Gov. 
Ronald 
Reagan 
says he might run as a third 
party presidential candidate in 
1976 if the two major parties 
fail to represent “the will of the 
American people.” 
Reagan also said President 
Ford could be challenged for 
the 1976 Republican presiden­ 
tial nomination “ if things have 
grown worse instead of better” 
for his administration 
The conservative Republican 
made his remarks in a taped 
television interview last night 
on the Public B roadcasting 
Service. 
Reagan has repeatedly urged 
Ford to chart his programs and 
policies in line with what he 
terms the “conservative man­ 
date” won by President Nixon 
in his 1972 landslide re-election 
victory. 
Asked if that mandate “is 
violated in your eyes, would 
you then lead a third party 
movement in 1976?” Reagan 
replied 
“ Well, whether I would lead 
the movement or whether I 
would join in support of such a 
movement I think would have 
to depend on whether it became 
evident that both parties had so 
far failed that they no longer 
could represent the will of the 
American people ” 
“ In other words, you're not 
closing the door to the possibili­ 
ty?” he was asked. 
“I am saying,” Reagan add­ 
ed. 
“that such a possibility 
would exist under those circum­ 
stances. I am hoping it won t be 
necessary." 


The sources estimated the 
elimination of jobs for 1,272 
Americans and 879 Vietnamese 
civilians by the end of this 
month will save $19 million in 
U S. military aid funds during 
the next year.

New York’s

NEW YORK (UPI) - The 
City’s Human Rights Commis­ 
sion, in a move aimed at head­ 
ing off possible racial clashes 
at the city’s public schools, 
yesterday released a list of 
recom m endations tc prevent 
confrontations and ease neigh­ 
borhood fears. 
The commission report de­ 
tailed the case history of vio­ 
lence at one Brooklyn high 
school and urged the board of 
education to take action now to 
avoid future clashes similar to 
the recent racial violence in 
Boston. 
The 57-page report, based on 
a study of racial disorders that 
led to five arrests last Decem­ 
ber at Madison High School in 
the Flatbush section of Brook­ 
lyn, recommended: 
Establish a “ technical assist­ 
ance unit” in the board of 
education to develop guidelines 
to help schools improve race 
relations. 
Stronger efforts to involve 
minority students in extracurri­ 
cular activities.

blacks and Puerto Ricans.

The report disputed the con­ 
tention that the incidents at 
Madison were caused by “a few’ 
bad apples” or the lack of 
adequate security measures. 
The report said “ the commis­ 
sion finds that the unusually 
widespread failure to recognize 
the existence 
of problem s 
whose content was in part ra­ 
cial was itself a contributory 
factor to these problems.”

said: “The fact is, we know 
how to integrate — through 
redistricting, reassignment of 
students, busing. What we do 
not know is how to make inte­ 
gration work on a permanent 
basis.” 


Rights Group Split Over Boston 


BOSTON (UPD - The Con­ 
gress on Racial Equality yes­ 
terday came out against court- 
ordered busing to desegregate 
city schools, saying it prefers 
black control in the black 
neighborhoods. 
The CORE statement put the 
group in direct conflict with the 
NAACP, which filed the class 
action suit leading to the feder­ 
al court order to bus 18,235 
students. The NAACP has con­ 
sistently supported the order. 
Mary Dennison, acting na­ 
tional director of CORE, said 
“we feel that busing became 
the issue because no alternative 
to achieve quality education 
was available.” 
“CORE calls for desegrega­ 
tion through community control 
because the 
most obnoxious 
feature of segregation is not the 
fact that black and white chil­ 
dren are not sitting next to each 
other,” she said. 
“The fact that whites control 
schools in the black community 
as well as in their own is the 
feature of segregation which is 
intolerable.”

“ so we don’t have staff in a 
position of embarrassment be­ 
cause of poor judgement . . . ” 
At issue is a disclosure by 
Planning Director Herbert G. 
Hotchner that he is a stockhold­ 
er in Larwin Mortgate Inves­ 
tors, a Los Angeles-based fi­ 
nancing firm that owns a 133- 
acre parcel within city limits. 
Hotchner made the disclosure 
in a statement of economic 
interest he filed with the coun­ 
ty 
(As 
previously 
reported, 
Hotchner owns 150 shares of the 
firm, and said he bought the 
shares at about “ $15 or $20“ 
apiece last year. The stock is 
worth about $2.50 per share 
today. The firm in 1972 ap­ 
proached city staff with a pro­ 
posal to build 1,400 apartment, 
townhouse and condominium 
units on its land, but never 
applied for formal review. 
Hotchner has denied any con­ 
flict of interest in the situation, 
saying his interest in the firm is 
miniscule and that he has done 
nothing illegal.) 
Mulryan’s call for “ guide­ 
lines” governing such situations 
was met with a warning by City 
Mgr. William J. Bielser that the 
issue is legally sensitive. “ It’s a 
touchy legal area when we start 
restricting rights of employ­ 
ees,” Bielser said. 
Mayor C. Paul Bettini also 
urged a cautious approach to 
the situation. 
Hotchner, absent last night to 
attend a League of California 
Cities conference in Los Ange­ 
les, on Saturday mailed a form 
letter to city officials and local 
newspapers attacking press re­ 
ports of his stockholding. 
“ Success in a business or 
profession and investments that 
are 
building 
blocks towards 
one’s retirement are not signs 
of dishonesty,” according to the 
Hotchner letter. 
Hotchner contends report of 
his stockholding was made out 
of context and has created mis- 
impressions that have defamed 
him.

Defense Chief 
Decries Cuts 
In Arms Fund 
WASHINGTON fUPD - De­ 
fense Secretary Jam es R 
Schlesinger said today that for 
seven years the nation’s mili­ 
tary forces have been suffering 
financially from a “wasting dis­ 
ease'’ that could result in the 
country becoming a second 
class military power. 
“The appetities to further re­ 
duce the Department of De­ 
fense continue to grow as the 
department dwindles,” Schles- 
inger said. 
Schlesinger, who was inter­ 
viewed on the CBS Morning 
News, said the department's 
total resources has dropped, in 
constant dollars, by about 40 
per cent during that period. 
“We have dropped in terms 
of military manpower by a 
million and a half men and 
compared to pre-war we are 
down by about 600,000 men,” he 
said. 
“We have the lowest 
share of the GNP (Gross Na­ 
tional Product) since before the 
Korean War. And in terms of 
public spending we’re at the 
lowest point since before Pearl 
Harbor.” 
The department requested a 
budget of $92.6 billion for fiscal 
1975, but the spending figure 
w as. slashed by more than $4 
billion in Congress. 
“The question is does the 
United States wish to maintain 
a military balance or does it 
not,” Schlesinger said. “If we 
are going to disarm as a nation 
and accept second class status 
as a military power we should 
do so consciously, rather than 
allowing the erosion of purchas­ 
ing power for the Department 
of Defense to drive us into that 
second class status." 
He said the Soviet Union’s 
military budget has been grow­ 
ing at the rate of 4 to 5 per cent 
annually in terms of real re­ 
sources 
“We have been shrinking," 
he said. “This year we submit­ 
ted a budget that prevented 
further shrinkage But between 
the cuts that were imposed by 
the Congress and very substan­ 
tial erosion of purchasing pow­ 
er because of the inflation, we 
will be going down still fur­ 
ther."

Thaw Hinted 
By Castro In 
TV Interview 


NEW /ORK (UPD - Cuban 
Premier Fidel Castro says he 
would be willing to begin talks 
on resuming U.S.-Cuban diplo­ 
matic relations if the United 
States first agrees to lift the 
economic embargo. 


In an interview taped with 
CBS television to be broadcast 
tonight on Channels 5 and 10 at 
10 o'clock, Castro declared. 


“I would say that number one 
is the lifting of the economic 
blockade. When the economic 
blockade is ended, we shall be 
in a condition to speak under 
conditions of equality: the Unit­ 
ed States and ourselves." 
In a talk with CBS correspon­ 
dent Dan Rather, Castro, at 47 
still sporting his famous beard, 
criticized President Ford for 
warning petroleum producers 
against high prices and for his 
public admission that the Cen­ 
tral Intelligence Agency sup­ 
ported Chilean newspapers op­ 
posed 
to the late President 
Salvador AUende. 
But, he said, he hoped for a 
change in U.S. policy toward 
Cuba. 
President Ford "is not in­ 
volved with the Cuban counter­ 
revolutionary elements,” Cas­ 
tro said, as opposed to former 
President Richard Nixon, who 
“was personally very much in­ 
volved with them." 
Castro said Cubans regard 
Ford “with a certain hope in 
the sense that he may after all 
adopt a different policy towards 
Cuba " 
The premier praised Secre­ 
tary of State Henry Kissinger 
as a “realistic politician* and 
also praised the late President 
John F. Kennedy for resisting 
advice to send in American 
troops after the failure of the 
1961 Bay of Pigs invasion. 
Castro said the U.S. base of 
Guantanamo on Cuban soil 
would be brought up in any 
negotiations to resume diplo­ 
matic relations.

EASY THEFT — Although a car thief needs only a minute to 
wire a car’s ignition without a key, the majority of stolen cars 
are those left with keys in the ignition. Most popular marks for 
car thieves, according to police, are Volkswagens, because 
they are said to be easy to break into, and easy to strip parts 
for resale.

TARGETS — About one in every 100 cars will be stolen in the 
coming year, and, according to statistics, most will be taken 
from a place like this: A large, unattended parking lot. Recent 
statistics on car theft are alarming — more than 107,000 were 


stolen in California last year, and in just the first eight months 
of this year, more than 150 in San Rafael alone. More 
reassuring is the fact that more than 80 per cent of stolen cars 
will be recovered thanks to police efforts.

Great Fishing 
On S.F. Bay 


Ah, the salt air and the waves of the open sea. 
Well, not really the open sea. It was actually in 
San Francisco Bay, about as close to Alcatraz as I 
ever wanted to be. It was close enough to see the 
broken windows and decaying outer walls. I never 
really wanted to see the inner walls. 
It was a fishing trip with the Lord of the Sea. 
The Lord is Keith Fraser who got his nickname 
because of his success in bringing back limits of 
Striped Bass. Keith is part owner of the Loch 
Lomond Live Bait and Tackle shop and the 
resident bass expert. 


HE REPORTED the other day that striper 
fishing around Alcatraz Island was red-hot, 
“everybody catching limits.” When I appeared to 
be somewhat skeptical, he invited me to come out 
on a trip with him and see for myself. 
It was the day after the final game of the World 
Series and a perfect time to test the fishing . . . 
and talk baseball. Fraser is also a junior high 
school teacher and is head baseball coach at 
Terra Linda High. It was a fivesome on Fraser’s 
boat. We were joined by I-J baseball columnist 
Gary Hughes, San Marin baseball coach Ron 
Butori, and Roy Partee of Terra Linda, a scout for 
the New York Mets who played for Boston and St. 
Louis of the American League in the 40s. 
It was a beautiful day, shirtsleeve weather on 
the bay. We rigged up for trolling, using a 
spreader to allow for the use of two lures, a spoon 
and a jet-tailed jig. If one of those lures didn’t 
work, the other would, we were promised. 


ONLY SECONDS after we let out our lines, 
Hughes was excitedly calling that he had a fish 
on. After reeling in his line we found that he had 
what the veteran anglers call a “double header,” 
a fish on each of his two lures. 
We kept the biggest of the two, about a four- 
pounder, and tossed the smaller one back, al­ 
though it was of legal size. What the heck, we 
said, if fishing is going to be this good we’ll just 
keep them one at a time. 
Well, Fraser was right. The fishing last Friday, 
as he reported it had been all week, was red-hot. 
We caught about 30 stripers, throwing the smaller 
ones back unharmed, and kept our limit of 15 
(three each). They were good-sized fish, the 
largest one weighing out at 16% pounds. 


THAT 16%-POUNDER was the first fish I 
caught that day, after Hughes had given me such 
a bad time because he was catching fish and I 
wasn’t. Actually, I was just waiting for the bigger 
ones. 
That was the biggest striper I have ever caught 
and it put up a good fight before being decked. I 
felt very proud of that fish until I was humbled by 
the sight of that salmon whose picture is next door 
to this space. That’s quite a beauty, that 54- 
pounder caught by Leonard Gettle of Mill Valley. 


IT WAS a great time Friday. We all caught fish 
and had a very relaxful time aboard Fraser’s 
boat. After that World Series week, relaxing was 
just what this tired body needed. 
And when Fraser reports the fishing is “red- 
hot,” I won’t doubt his word. He proved his point.

NEW YORK (UPD — 
Outfielder Bobby Bonds, 
acclaimed “the best 
player in baseball “by 
at least two managers 
only a year ago, was 
traded to the New York 
Yankees today by the 
San 
Francisco Giants 
for outfielder Bobby 
Murcer in a straight 
player deal. 
Bonds had a subpar year with 
the Giants this past season, 
finishing with a .256 batting 
average, 71 runs batted in and 
21 homers. 
Likewise, Murcer, who origi­ 
nally had been groomed to take 
Mickey Mantle’s place in cen- 
terfield for the Yankees, but 
never really did, also tailed off 
from the year before when he 
batted .304, drove in 95 runs 
and hit 22 homers. This year, 
he was moved from centerfield 
to rightfield by Manager Bill 
Virdon to make room for Elliott 
Maddox, and wound up with a 
.274 average, 10 homers and 88 
rbi’s. 
Only two of Murcer’s homers 
were hit at home in Shea Stadi­ 
um, both coming in September 
in a series against Celeveland. 
The Giants went for the 28- 
year-old Murcer specifically be­ 
cause they needed a lefthanded 
hitter badly. 
Murcer, a native of Okla­ 
homa City, Okla., broke in with 
the Yankees as a shortstop in 
1965, but did not win a regular 
berth with them until he came 
back from military service in 
1969. 
His best year for the Yankees 
was 1971 when he batted .331 
and had 94 rbi’s and 24 homers. 
The deal was the first inter­ 
league swap following the 
World Series. The interleague 
trading period officially opened 
today. 
Bonds was off someplace fish­ 
ing when the deal was finalized 
between the two clubs. 
Gene Mauch, the blunt speak­ 
ing manager of the Montreal 
Expos said at one point in 1973: 
"Bonds is the best player in 
baseball today.” 
Cincinnati manager Sparky 
Anderson, who guided the Na­ 
tional League All-Stars that 
year, 
agreed 
after 
Bonds 
sparked the National Leaguers 
to victory over the American 
League. 
Bonds did it all for the Giants 
in 1973 with 96 rbi’s, 39 homers, 
130 runs scored, 34 doubles, 
four triples, 43 stolen bases and 
a 283 batting average. 
In so doing, he became only 
the second player in major 
league history to repeat the 
accomplishment of hitting' 30 
homers and stealing 30 bases in 
the same season. 
Willie Mays, Bonds’ idol, 
managed the same feat in both 
1956 and 1957. Only three other 
players ever have achieved that 
39-30 distinction even once.

No Luck With 
Bucks Or Ducks 


TRUCKEE — M ary/m y wife, and I opened the 
duck season last Saturday here at Webber Lake. 
Having hunted deer the last three weeks with 
neither of us seeing a buck since the opening day, 
we expected a little action with the ducks. Earlier 
this week, we had toured all the likely looking 
ponds nearby getting a count of 12 birds, mostly 
mallards. 
----------------------------------- 
With no one else around here 
hunting ducks, we got up about 
8 a m. — none of this early 
morning freezing for us! Mary 
took one bunch of ponds; I took 
some others. We planned on 
getting just two birds for Sun­ 
day’s dinner I met her about 
noon — neither of us could raise 
a bird. As Mary put it, “ Even 
the mice in the cabin have quit 
biting.” 
We fried lots of good areas 
for bucks, but there just doesn't 
seem to be any at our former 
hot spots. Hunting pressure is 
practically nil. We’ve seen just 
one buck brought in during the 
past two weeks. I remember 
opening day when Andy Rosalie 
of San Rafael and Mary were 
on a stand together. This one 
forked horn broke out about 25 
yards away from them in the 
open Being the first day, Mary 
yelled to Andy to take it. He 
yelled back. “No. you take it!" 
Finally both shot and got the 
buck. I’ll bet no one around 
here today would be so polite 
That buck may be it for the 
season for us 


GAME WARDEN Gil Berg of 
this area came by yesterday. 
We discussed the buck hunting 
He laughed and said, “ Bucks 
around here are almost consid­ 
ered in the rare and endan­ 
gered species." Oh. it’s not that 
bad It’s probably the dryness 
of the surrounding country. You 
can t move through the timber 
without creating lots of loud 
crackling brush noises. In one 
area that we’ve hunted, there's 
a doe with a bell attached to its 
neck We have jumped her nu­ 
merous times, yet we have 
never been close enough to 
actually see her. 
When you 
can't get a deer in sight with a 
bell continually ringing, things 
are tough. We know it's a doe, 
beeause she has been seen ear­ 
lier this spring in the same 
locality. Now to see her is a 
challenge. 


KURT KALEMBA and his 
son David came by for the 
weekend. They had hunted a 
couple of days near ChiJcoot in 
Plumas County. They said they 
saw one buck in the 30 or so 
camps at that area 
This week, a coyote has been 
giving the local sheepherder’s 
flock a rough time, killing two 
of them Bob Jack, formerly of 
Novato and 
an old varmint 
hunter figured to help the her­ 
der out. I guess Bob put in a 
week trying to catch that coy­ 


ote He finally did. 
We 
have 
been continually 
trying the trout fishing, but 
they are hard to catch too. The 
other morning at White Rock 
Lake, probably 1,000 fish were 
rising. There must have been 10 
million bugs on the lake. The 
fish were gorging themselves 
on these and wouldn’t touch a 
thing 
In 
the afternoon, we 
caught one fish, about a 14-inch 
Kamloops trout, which was full 
of bugs The area badly needs a 
rain and a cold spell, even a 
snow, to improve the hunting 
and fishing conditions. 
The buck season closed on the 
east side of the Sierra crest last 
Sunday. But it stays open on 
the west side until Nov. 3. With 
W ebber Lake situated just 
about on the crest, our hunting 
will be restricted to the west 
side this week. I suppose we'll 
see bucks all over the place on 
the east side after it’s closed. 


IF YOU ARE a duck hunter, 
you 
might 
note an illegible 
number problem and its an­ 
swer If you cannot read your 
1974-75 California hunting li­ 
cense num ber, chances are 
there's nothing wrong with your 
eyesight. The same thing is 
happening to hunters all over 
the state. 
Unless you’re going to apply 
for a reservation to hunt on a 
state managed waterfowl area, 
you 
need not be concerned 
Fish and Game Wardens are 
aware of what's going on and 
will give you no trouble when 
checking your license in the 
field even if the number is 
smudged or otherwise illegible. 
But 
the 
rub 
comes 
when 
you’re applying for a waterfowl 
area reservation and you need 
the license number for the ap­ 
plication form 
The Department of Fish and 
Game says you should enter on 
the application as much of the 
number, if any, you can read. If 
you cannot make out the num­ 
ber. simply write just above the 
space provided for the number, 
“ num ber illegible ” A pplica­ 
tions so marked will be includ­ 
ed in the drawings. 
It might be a good idea if you 
can still read the number to 
write it somewhere else on the 
license in case it should disap­ 
pear 
Meanwhile, handle the 
license with care. A Depart­ 
ment of Fish and Game spokes­ 
man blamed the firm manufac­ 
turing the validation stamps for 
using an inferior ink

1975 contracting for new con­ 
struction will total $102.1 bil­ 
lion. 8 per cent more than this 
year’s anticipated level of $94.8 
billion, it was announced by 
McGraw-Hill Information Sys­ 
tems Co. 
A leading authority on the 
construction market, the firm is 
known for its Dodge Reports on 
co n stru ctio n 
acti v it y and 
Sweet’s Catalog Files of build­ 
ing product information. 
George A. Christie, the Com­ 
pany’s vice president and chief 
economist, predicted that non- 
residentia! construction con­ 
tracts would total $32.5 billion 
in 1975, 4 per cent below’ this 
year’s level; residential build­ 
ing would reach $41.3 billion, a 
12 per cent gain; and nonbuild- 
ing construction would come to 
$28.3 billion next year, 17 per 
cent over this year’s figure. 
Christie pointed out that when 
the next upturn in construction 
begins, “ the place to look for 
earliest improvement will be in 
housing."
